Act, the Election Commission hereby declares the said Shri 
Mathew P. J. to be disqualified for being chosen as, and 
for being a member of cither House of Parliament or of the 
Legislative Assembly or Legislative Council of a State for 
a period of three yeais from the date of this order.

S O 2'424.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 and clause (5) of article 148 of the 
Constitution, the President after consultation with the Comp- 
troller and Auditor-General of Tndia in relation to persons 
serving in the Indian Audit and Accounts Department, 
hereby makes the following rules furthci to amend the 
Central Civil Services (Pension) Rules, 1972, namely : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Civil Ser- 
vices (Pension) (Fifth Amendment) Rules, 1980. 

(.2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 tn the Central Civil Services (Pension) Rules, 1972, 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules) after rule 51, 
the following rule shall he inserted, namely 

“51 A Debarring a person from receiving gratuity, 

(1) If a person, who in the event of death of a Gov- 
ernment servant while in service is eligible to re- 
ceive gratuity in terms of rule 51, is charged with 
the offence of murdering the Government servant 
or for abetting in the commission of such an 
offence, his claim to receive his share of gratuity 
shall remain suspended till the conclusion of the 
criminal proceedings instituted against him. 

(2) If on the conclusion of the criminal proceedings 
referred to in sub-nllc (1), the person concern- 
ed — 

(a) is convicted for the murder or abetting in the 
murder of the Government servant, r Jie shalL 
be debarred from receiving his share at gratuity 
which shall be payable to other eligible mem- 
bers of the family, if any, 

(b) is acquitted of the charge of murdering or 
abetting in the murder of the Government ser- 
vant, his share of gratuity shall be payable to 
him. 

(3) The provisions of sub-rule (1) and sub-rule (2) 
shall also apply to the undisbursed gratuity re 
ferred to in sub-rule (2) of rule 51,” 

3. In rule 54 of the said rules, after sub-rule (11 B), 
the following sub-rule shall be Inserted, namely 

“fl 1C) (a) If a person, who in the event of death 
of a Government servant while in service, is eli- 
gible to receive family pension under this rule, 
is charged with the offence of murdering the 
Government servant or for abetting in the com- 
mission of such an offence, the claim of such a 
person, inA^^; other eligible member or mem- 
bers of tllBffiily to receive the family pension, 
shall remaiif suspended till the conclusion of the 
criminal proceedings instituted against him. 

(b) If on the conclusion of the criminal proceedings 
referred to in clause (a), the person concerned — 

(i) is convicted for the murder or abetting in the 
murder of the Government servant, such a per- 
son shall he debarred from receiving the family 
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pension which shall be- payable to other eligi- 
ble member of the family, from the date of 
death of the Government servant, 

(ii) is acquitted of the charge of murder or abetting 
in the mutder of the Government servant, the 
family pension, shall be payable to such a per- 
son from the date of death of the Government 
servant, 

(c) The provision of clause (a) and clause (b) shall 
also apply for the family pension becoming pay- 
able on the death of a Government servant after 
his retirement."

S.O. 2429. — In exercise of the powets conferred by 
section 29 of the Regional Rural Banks Act, 1976 (2? cf 
1976), the Central Government, after consultation with the 
Reserve Bank of India and the Sponsor Bank concerned,

S.O. 2438. — In exercise of the poweix conferred by section 
17 of the F.xport (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 
(22 of 1963) and in supersession of Ihe notification of the 
Government of India in the late Ministry of Commerce No. 
S.O. 1128, dated the 21st April 1971, the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be 
called the Export of Curry Powder (Quality Control and Ins- 
pection) Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context other- 
wise requires — 

(a) “Act” means the Export (Qualiy Control and Inspec- 
tion) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963) ; 

(b) “Agi icultural Markeling Adviser” means the Agricul- 
tural Marketing Adviser to the Government of Tndta ; 

(c) “Authorised packer” means a person or a body of per- 
sons who has been granted a certification of authorisation by 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser, for getting the commodity 
graded and Agmarkcd in accordance with the grade standard 
and procedure prescribed under the rules ; 

fd) “Certification of Authorisation” means the certificate 
is'lied by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or any other 
officer authorised in this behalf to a person or body of persons 
desirous of grading curry powder as per the curry powder and 
Marking Rules, 1956. 

(e) “curry powder” means powder obtained by grinding 
clean, dried and sound spices and condiments which may 
contain added starch and edible common salt, but does not 
include curry paste. 

(f) “Inspecting Officer" means the offiCet authorised by the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser for inspection of curry powder 
recognised as the Agency under section 7 of the Act. 

3. Basis of inspection. — Tnspecion of Curry Powder intend- 
ed for export shall be carried out with a view to seeing that 
the same conforms to the standard specifications, recognised by 
the Cenral Government under notification No. S.O. 1127 
dated 21st April, 1973. 

4. Procedure of inspection. — fl) Curry Powder meant for 
export shall be graded nnd packed only by the authorised 
packer in accordance with the instructions issued in this be- 
half by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser. 

(2) Tt shall be the responsibility of the authorised packer 
to make such arrangements for grading and samDling of 
curry powder and also, provide requisite facilities for testing 
etc. as may be prescribed 1 by the Agricultural Marketing Ad- 
viser. 

(3) An authorised packer intending to exnort curry powder 
shall give intimation in writing along with such details as 
muv he prescribed by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to 
the nearest Inspecting Officer to enable him to grade and 
mark curry powder lots in accordance with rule 3. 

(4) Every intimation under sub-rule (3) shall be given : — 
(a) not less than two days before the grading and marking Is to 
be carried out at (he packing centres situated at the Head 
quarters of (he Inspecting Officer ; 

fb) not less than ten davs before the grading and marking 
is to be carried out at other places, which are not situated 
at the Headquarters of (he Inspecting Officer. 

f5) On receipt of the intimation referred to in sub-rule 
f31. the Inspecting Officer shall inspect the consignments of 
currv powder as per the instructions issued by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser with a view to seeing that the sample 
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complies with the requirements of the recognised specifications 
referred to in rule 3. 

(6) The Inspecting Officer shall issue Agmark labels for 
affixing the same on the containers or packages of curry 
powder ns per instructions issued by the Agricultural Market- 
ing Adviser in case he is satisfied that the consignment(s) 
is as per specifications referred to in rule 3 ■ 

Provided that if the Inspecting Officer is not so satisfied 
he shall refuse to issue the said Agmark labels and convey 
the fact immediately in writing to Ihe authorised packer along 
with the reasons thereof. 

(7) An authorised packer intending to export the graded 
and labelled consignments of curry powder shall apply to 
the nearest office of the Inspecting Officer for a certificate of 
grading In token of its exportworthiness in writing along with 
such details as may be prescribed by the Agricultural Market- 
ing Adviser In accordance with rule 3 to enable him to issue 
such certificate. 

(8) Every application under sub-rule (7) shall 1 be given — 

(a) not less than two days before the certificate, referred 

to in sub-rule (7) is to be issued at the packing 
centres situated at the Headquarter of the Inspecting 
Officer ; 

(b) not less than three days before the certificate referred 

to in sub-rule (7) is to be issued at other places, 
which are not situated at the Headquarters of the 
Inspecting Officer. 

(9) On receipt of the application referred to in sub-rule 

(7) the Inspecting Officer shall insnect the graded 
consignments of curry powder and draw a separate 
check sample for each graded lot. 

(10) If, after check sampling of the consignments referred 
to in sub-rule (7) and after examination of the check 
samples, the Inspecting Officer is satisfied that the 
grade assigned is as per recognised specifications 
fie shall issue a certificate of Grading in respect 
of that consignment^) in token of their export- 
worthiness : 

Provided that if the Inspecting Officer is not so satisfied 
he shall immediately intimate the fact in writing to the autho- 
rised Packer along with, the reasons therefor, and shall not 
issue the said certificate of Grading. 

5. Places of inspection. — Initial inspection for the purpose 
of these rules shall be carried out at the authorised premises 
mentioned in the certificate of authorisation and check ins- 
pection or check sampling can be done by Agricultural Market- 
ing Adviser or an Inspecting Officer at any place before 
export. 

6 Payment of charges for Agmark labels., — Tire authorised 
nncker shall pay the Agmark label charges which are nofified 
by the Government of India from time to time, in the manner 
specified by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser. 

7. Re-examination of the test or cheek samples. — (11 Tf 
the Authorised packer Is not satisfied with the results of the 
Inspecting Officer he shall be. entitled to request the concerned 
Officer in writing to arrange for re-examination of the con- 
signment'. and one more test sample or a check sample, shall 
thereafter, be withdrawn and tested. 

(2) The results of analysis under sub-rule ft) shall be a verged 
with those of the nrevlous samnle and average result sha'l be 
taken for determining the grade designation. 

8. Appeal — If anv authorised packer is aggrieved bv the 
refusal of the Tnsnecting Officer to grade a consignment or 
to issue a certificate under sub-rule f7) or sub-rule (10) of 
rule 4. fie may request the Inspecting Officer, In writing. 
Intesl bv 5.00 p.m. on the following working day to refer the 
marier to the Agricultural Marketing Adviser, who mnv 
constitute an Advisory panel to advise him on the dispute 
in necordanc- with the procedure- laid down bv him The 
decision of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser shall he the 
final.

ORDER 

New Delhi, the 20th September, 1980 

S.O. 2439. — Whereas for the development of the export trade 
of India certain proposals for subjecting Aluminium Utensils 
to quality control and inspection prior to their export were 
published as required by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1964 in the Gazette of 
India, Part II— Section 3 — Sub-section (ii) dated the 14th luly, 
1979, under the Order of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Commerce No. S.O, 2472 dated the 14th luly, 
1979; 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were made avail- 
able to the public likely to be uffected thereby on the 18th 
July, 1979; 

And whereas objections and suggestions were invited from 
the public on or before the Sth September 1979; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from 
the public have been considered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Sec- 
tion 6 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 
1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government, after consulting 
the Export inspection Council, being of the opinion that it 
is necessary and expedient so to do for the development of 
the export trade of India, hereby : 

(1) notifies that Aluminium Utensils shall be subjected to 
quality control and inspection prior to export ; 

((2) specifies the type of inspection in accordance with 
the Export of Aluminium Utensils (Quality Control 
and Inspection) Rules 1980 as the type of quality 
control and inspection which would be applied to 
such aluminium utensils prior to export ; 

(3) recognises— 

(a) relevant Indian or any other National Standard; 

(b) the specifications declared by the exporter to be 

the agreed specifications ol Lhe export contract 
between the foreign buyer and the exporter sub- 
ject to a minimum specifications set out in Annc- 
xure I to this Order ; and 


(c) the contractual specifications as agreed upon be- 
tween the foreign buyer and the exporter for such 
export contracts as were entered into immediately 
prior to tin; publication of this Order in the Offi- 
cial Gazette and thereafter exported wllhin a span 
of sixty days from the said date; as the standard 
specifications for such aluminium utensils, 

(4) Prohibits the export in the course of international 
trade, of any such aluminium utensils unless the same 
are either accompanied by a certificate issued by 
any one of the agencies established by Lhe Central 
Government under section 7 of the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963) to 
the effect that the consignments of aluminium uten- 
sils satisfy the conditions relating to quality control 
and inspection and are exportworlhy or affixed with 
a seal or mark recognised by the Central Govern- 
ment under Section 8 of the said Act. 

2. Nothing in the Order shall apply to 

(a) Such consignments as might have already left the 

premises of the manufacturer or exporter concern- 
ed immediately prior to the date of publication of 
this Order in the Official Gazette; and 

(b) the export by land, sea or air of bona fide samples 
of aluminium utensils to prospective buyers. 

3, In this Order “Aluminium Utensils” shall mean any 

aluminium were manufactured from aluminium or 


its alloy, wrought or cast, which can be used for 
eating, drinking, cooking, serving or storing of 
food or drinks including water and similiar other 
purposes and docs not include Pressure Cookers and 
such other appliances. 

4. The Order shall come into force on the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette.

MINIMUM SPECIFICATION FOR ALUMINIUM 
UTENSILS 

1.0 Material 

1.1 Aluminium content of wrought or cast aluminium uten- 
sils shall be not less than 99.0 per cent unless otherwise 
permitted in any of the relevant Indian Standard 
Specification on wrought or cast utensils. 

1.2 Chemical composition fo r wrought or cast aluminium 
alloy utensils shall be as agreed upon in the export 
contract between the foreign buyer and the exporter, 
in the absence of any such specific stipulation, the 
material shall conform to the latest issue of the 
relevant Indian or any other national standard. 

1.3 The thickness of the utensils shall be subject to agree- 
ment between the foreign buyer and the exporter m the 
absence of any specific stipulation in the export con- 
tract, the finished thicknes of the utensils shall conform 
to the relevant Indian standard or any other national 
standard. 

1.4 For aluminium utensils fitted with handles — handles 
when fitted, shall be of aluminium or other suitable 
non-inflammable material not detrimental to health 
when contacted with food items. 

2.0 Shapes and Dimensions 

The shapes and dimensions of utensils shall bo subject 
to agreement between the foreign buyer and the export- 
er. The following tolerances or those mentioned in 
the relevant Indian Standard on general engineering 
tolerances shall be applicable for the dimensions ; —

3.0 Workmanship and Finish 

Edges of the utensils shall not be left sharp. They 
shall be finished bright all over unless otherwise sti- 
pulated by the foreign buyer. Finished utensils shall 
be free from cracks, wrinkles, spills, wavy surfaces, 
burrs, distortion, dents, scratches, pitting;, deep tool 
marks and other surface defects including casting de- 
fects like blow holes etc. 

4.0 Test 

4.1 Water leakage test— Utensils shall not leak when filled 
with water to the brim. 

4.2 Bend test — A sample of material used for wrought 
aluminium utensils shall be bent through an angle 
180 degree and hammered clasc whereupon the sample 
shall not fracture or show signs of cracking. In case 
where the condition is specifically stipulated, bend test 
shall be done in accordance with (ho provisions of the 
latest version of any national standard No bend test 
shall be applicable for cast utensils and wrought uten- 
sils having a thickness of sheet greater than 2.6 mm 
(12 SWG). 
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4.3 Lead and copper content test — Lead contents of the 
material used for manufacture of the utensils shall not 
exceed 0.0J per cent and copper shall not exceed 

0.2 per cent, 

4.4 Anodic coating thickness test — Anodic coating thickness 
on the utensils when determined by a standard stripping 
methods according to IS : 1868 : 1968 (or its latest 
version) shall be not less than 5 microns. This test 
shall be applicable only for anodized utensils. 

4.5 Handles shall be sufficiently strong to support a weight 
in the utensils equivalent to three times the weight of 
the water capacity of the utensil in the position of noi- 
mal use without visible permanent deformation of the 
handles or utensil. 

5. Marking 

Unless otherwise stipulated by the foreign buyer, utensils 
shall be legibly marked at the bottom with the manu- 
facturer's name, trade mark or identification mark in 
such a manner as to ensure that the impression of the 
marking shall not show up on the other side. 

6.0 Sampling and criteria for conformity 

6.1 Sampling for inspection of each consignment and the 
criteria for conformity shall be in accordance with the 
Table given below. 

6.2 In any consignment, all the utensils of the same mate- 
rial and design irrespective of size shall be rouped 
together to constitute a lot except for destructive test 
where all the types and sizes manufactured from the 
same batch of material shall be grouped together to 
constitute a lot.

S O 2440. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
17 of the Export [Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 
1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules, namely : — 

1, Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules 
may be called the Export of Aluminium Utensils (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 
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2. Definitions,— In these rules, unless the contest other- 
wise requires : — 

(a) “Act” means the Export (Quality Control and 
Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963) ; 

(b) “Agency” means any one of the agencies estab- 
lished at Bombay, Calcutta, Cochin, Delhi and 
Madras under section 7 of the Act ; 

(c) “Aluminium Utensils” shall mean any aluminium 
ware manufactured from aluminium or its alloy, 
wrought or cast, which can be used for eating 
Blinking, cooking, serving or storing of food or 
drinks including water and similar other purpose 
and doe s not include Pressure Cookers and Such 
other appliances. 

3, Quality Control and Inspection, — -(1) Quality Control : 
The quality control of the aluminium utensils intended for 
export shall be done with a view to see that the same con- 
forms to the specifications recognised by the Central 
Government under section 6 of the Act by effecting the 
following controls at different stages of manufacture toge- 
ther with the levels of control as given in the Schedule I 
annexed hereto, namely : — 

ii) Boughtout Materials and components Control : 

(a) Purchase specifications shall be laid down by th* 
manufacturer incorporating the properties of 
materials or components to be used and shall have 
adequate means of inspection or testing to ensure 
conformity of the incoming lots. 

(b) The accepted consignments shall be either accom- 
panied hy a supplier’s test or inspection certificate 
corroborating the requirements of the purchase 
specification, in which case occasional checks (that 
is to say once in each quarter of the year for the 
same supplier of the same materials) shall be con- 
ducted Dy the manufacturer for a particular 
supplier to verify the correctness of the aforesaid 
test or inspection certificates or the purchased 
materials or components shall be regularly inspected 
or tested cither in a loboratory in the factory or in 
some other laboratory or test house. 

(c) The sampling for inspection or test to he carried 

out shall be based on a recorded investigation. 

(d) After the inspection or test is carried out, syste- 
matic methods shall be adopted in segregating the 
accepted and rejetej materials or components 
and in disposal of rejected materials or compo- 
nents. 

(e) Adequate records in respect of the abovementioned 

control shall be regularly and systematically main- 
tained by the manufacturer. 

(ii) Process Conti ol : 

(a) Detailed process specification shall be laid down 
by the manufacturer for different processes of 
manufacture. 

(b) Equipment, instrumentation and facilities shall he 
adequate to control the processes as laid down in 
the process specification. 

(c) Adequate records shall he maintained by the 
manufacturer to ensure the possibility of veryfying 
the controls exercise during the process of manu- 
facture. 

( iii ) Product Control : 

(a) The manufacturer shall either have his own ade- 
quate testing facilities or shall have access to such 
testing facilities elsewhere to test the product as 
per the following specifications recognised under 
section 6 of the Act 

*(*) relevant Indian or any othtr National Standard 
specification ; 

645 C.I/80— 8 


*(ii) the specifications declared by the exporter to be 
the ugreed specifications of the export contract 
between the foreign buyers and the exporter sub- 
ject to the minimum specifications as set out in 
Schedule if annexed hereto. 

* (iii) the contractual specification as agreed upon bet- 
ween the foreign buyer and the exporter for such 
export contracts as were entered into immediately 
prior to the publication of this order in the 
official Gazette and thereafter exported within a 
span of sixty days from the said date. 

(b) Sampling (wherever lequired) for testing shall be 
based on a recorded investigation. 

(c) Adequate records in respect of tests carried out 
shall be regularly and systematically maintained by 
the manufacturer. 

(iv) Preservation Control : 

(a) A detailed specification shall be laid down by the 
manufacturer to safeguard the product from adverse 
effects of weather conditions. 

(b) The product shall be well preserved both during 
storage end transisi. 

(v) Metrological Control.— Gauges and instruments used 
in the production and inspection shall be periodically checked 
or calibrated and records shall be maintained in the form of 
history curds by the- manufacturer. 

(vi) Packing Control.— The manufacturer shall lay down a 
detailed pucking specification for export packages and shall 
strictly adhere to the same, so that the following requirements 
are met :• — 

(a) The packages shall be well finished and have ft good 
appearance. 

(b) Inner contents of the package shall be so packed 
as to withstand the following tests : 

(A) Drop test (for head loads upto 37 kgs. gross 
weight only) — One package shall be dropped 
from a height of 190 ems, once on the largest 
flat surface, once on the largest edge and once 
no any corner of its own, 

(B) Rolling test (upto 500 kgs. gross weight only) — 

One package shall be subjected to rolling on its 
sides either six metres forward and six metres 
backward or twelve metres in one direction 
only. 

(C) Water spiay test (for each design of package)— 
Die package shall be exposed against a water 
spray equiyalent to a sudden monsoon shower 
for five minutes. 

<2) Inspection. — The inspection of Aluminium utensils 
meant for export shall be done by drawing samples as per 
Schedule 11 annexed hereto from the consignments for 
carrying out examinations and testing of the same with a 
view to see that the consignment conforms to the standards 
specifications recognised by the Central Government under 
section 6 of the Act. 

4, Basis of Inspection. — Inspection of Aluminium utensils 
intended for export shall be carried out witha view' to see 
that the same conforms to the specifications recognised by 
the Central Government under section 6 of the Act which 
arc reproduced in Schedule III appended to these rules 
cither :■ — 

(a) by ensuring that during the process of manufacture 
the quality control drills as specified in sub-rule 

(1) of rule 3 have been exercised ; 

OR 

(b) on the basis of inspecion carried out in accordance 
with sub-rule (2) of rule 3 and the requirements 
on Packing Control as laid dow'n under sub-rule 
(vi) of rule 3 ; 

OR 

(c) by both. 
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5. Procedure of Inspection.- — (1) (a) Any exporter 
intending to export a consignment of Aluminium untnsils 
shall give an intimation in writing to any one of the agencies 
of hi s intention so to do, and submit along with such 
uuimution u decimation, either that the consignment of 
Aluminium utensils has been or is being manufactured by 
excicising quality control measures as pep control referred 
to under sub-rule ( 1 ) of rule 3 and that the consignment 
conforms to the standard specification recognised for the 
purpose ; or, of the specifications stipulated in the export 
contract giving details of all the technical characterstics 
to enable the agency to carry out inspection in accordance 
with sub-rule f 2 J of rule 3.

Ii. case of rejection of the consign- 
ment, if the exporter so desires, the consignment, may not 
be sealed by the agency. In such cases, however, the 
expoiter shall not be entitled to prefer an appeal against 
the rejection. 

6. Place of Inspection. —Inspection of Aluminium uten- 
sils for the purpose of these rules shall be carried trtjt : 

(a) at the premises of the manufacturer, 

OR 

(b) at the premises at which the consignment of 
Aluminium utensil 1 ' is offered for inspection by the 
exporter provided adequate facilities for the pur- 
pose of inspection and testing exist therein. 

7. Inspection fee, — A fee at the rate of fifty paise for 
on; hundred rupees of the free on board value of the 
consignment subject to a minimum of rupees fifty for each 
consignment shall be paid by the exporter to the agency 
as inspection fee under these rules. 

8. Appeal.— ill) Any person aggrieved by the refusal 
of the agency to issue a certificate under sub-rule (4) of 
rule 5, may, within ten days of the receipt of the communi- 
cation of such refusal prefer an appeal to an Appellate 
Panel consisting of not less than three but not more than 
seven persorls appointed for the purpose by the Central 
Government.

1.4 For aluminium utensils fitted with handles— handles 
when fitted, shall be of aluminium or other suitable 
non-inflammable material not detrimental to health 
when contacted with food items. 

2.0 Shapes and Dimensions 

The shapes and dimensions of utensils shall be subject 
to agreement between the foreign buyer and the 
exporter. The following tolerances or those men-

3.0 Workmanship and Finish 

Edges of the utensils shall not be left sharp. They 
shall be finished bright all over unless otherwise 
stipulated by the foreign buyer. Finished utensils 
shall be free from cracks, wrinkles, spills, wavy sur- 
faces, burrs, distortion, dents, scratches, pitting.s deep 
tools marks and other surface defects including casting 
defects like blow holes etc. 

4.0 Test 

4.1 Water leakage test — Utensils shall not leak when 
filled with water to the brim. 

4.2 Bend test — A sample of material used for wrought 
aluminium utensil shall lie bent through an angle 
180° and hammered close, whereupon the sample 
shall not fracture or show signs of cracking. In case 
where the condition is specifically stipulated, bend 
test shall be done^ in accordance with the provisions 
of the latest version of any national standard. No 
bend test shall be applicable for cast utensil and 
wrought utensils having a thickness of sheet greater 
than 2.6mm (12 SWG). 

4.3 Lead and cooper content test — Lead contents cf the 
material used for manufacture of the utensils shall 
not exceed 0.05 per cent and copper shall not exceed 
0.2 per cent. 

4.4 Anodic coating thickness test — Anodic coating th : ck- 
ness on the utensil when determined bv a standard 
shipping method according to IS 1868 : 1968 (or 
its latest version) shall be not less than 5 microns. 
This test shall be applicable only for anodized 
utensils. 

4.5 Handles shall be sufficiently strong to support a 
weight in the utensils equivalent to three times the 
weight of the water capacity of the utensils in the 
position of normal use without visible permanent 
deformation of the handle or utensil. 

5.0 Marking 

Unless otherwise stipulated by the foreign buyer, 
utensils shall be legibly marked at the bottom with 
the manufacturer’s name, trade mark or identification

ORDER 


New Delhi, the 1st September, 1980 


SO. 2453.— In exercise of the powers conferred by secnon 
3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955, (10 of 1955), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following Order, 
namely : — 


1 Short title, extent and commencement, — (1) This Order 
may be called the Cold Storage Order, 19B0; 

(2) It extends to the whole of India except the States/ 
Union Territories exempted in this regard by the Central 
Government; 


(3) It shall come into force on the date of its publication 
in the Official Gazette. 

2, Definitions.— tn this Order, unless the context otherwise 
requires ; 

(a) “Cold Storage” means any chamber or chambers 
insulated and mechanically cooled by refrigeration 
machinery and used for storing foodstuffs but does 
not include refrigerated cabinets or coolers having 
capacity of less than 25 cubic metres; 


(b) “Cold Storage receipt” means a receipt issued by a 
licensee in token of having received foodstuffs from 
a hirer for storage in a cold storage; 

(cj "Foodstuffs” includes,. — 

(i) fruits, whether fresh, dried, dehydrated or preserved; 

(iij vegetables including seed potatoes, whether fresh, 
dried, dehydrated or preserved; 

(Hi) meat , whether fresh, frozen, dried or preserved; 

(iv) fish, whether fresh, frozen or dried; 

(v) eggs, whether shelled or unshellcd; 

(vi; milk and milk products; 

(vii) species und condiments; and 

(viiij any other food or food products which the Central 
Government may, by notified order, specify from 
time to time. 

(d) “form” means a form appended to this Order. 

(e) “hirer” means any person who hires on payment, 

space in a Cold Storage for storing foodstuffs; 

(T) “licence” means a licence grunted under this Order; 

(g) “licensee” means a person holding a licence; 

(h) “Licensing Officer” means the Agricultural Market- 
ing Adviser lo the Government of India and includes 
any other officer of the Central Government, not 
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below the rank of the Deputy Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser, Government of India, or the officer of the 
State Government not below the rank of tire Deputy 
Secretary to Government, empowered by him, as 
notified from time lo time, to exercise all or any 
of his powers or to discharge all or any of his 
functions under this Order: 

ft) “Notified Order” means an Order notified in the Offi- 
cial Gazette. 

(j) “Schedule” means the Schedule appended to this 
Order. 

i, Prohibition of construction of new cold storage or 
expansion of existing cold storage without permission. — No 
person shall — 

(a) construct a cold storage or expand the licensed 

capacity of any existing cold storage for storing 
foodstuffs; or 

(b) store accept or undertake to accept for storage in 

any cold storage, any foodstuff, except under and 
in accordance vvith the terms and conditions of a 
licence : 

Provided that the Licensing Officer may, on an application 
made in this behalf in Form ‘A’ exempt a cold storage ran 
by a hospital, hotel or a hostel or an institution, if he is 
satisfied, after making such enquiries as he may consider 
necessary, that the cold storage is intended for the bonafide 
use of such establishment only. 

4, Application for permission to construct, expand of com- 
mission a cold storage. — (1) Any person desiring to construct 
a cold storage, or expand an existing old storage, shall make 
an application in Form 'B' (in duplicate); 

(2) Any person desiring to obtain a licence for running 
a cold store shall make an application to the Licensing Offi- 
cer in Form ‘C’ fin duplicate); 

(3) Every such application shall be accompanied wiui me 
fees specified in clause 3 and three copies of the blueprints 
of the cold storage building plant or, hs the case may be of 
blue prints of the expansion of the existing cold storage build- 
ing ; 

(4) Where the applicant proposes to construct more than 
one cold storage or to expand more than one cold storage he 
shall obtain a separate licence for each such cold storage by 
applying separately for each such cold storage. 


6. Factors to be considered in granting or refusing a 
licence — In granting or refusing a. licence, the Licensing 
Officer shall have regard to the following factors namely : — 

(i) the number of cold storage already operating in the 

area in which the cold storage in respect of which 
the licence is applied for is proposed to be construct- 
ed or expanded and the availability of foodstuffs 
for storage in such cold storage; 

(ii) the refrigeration insulation and sanitary conditions 
of the cold storage, as specified in the Schedule in 
respect of which the licence is applied for; 

(iii) suitability of qualilications/experience of the staff 
employed or proposed to be employed for manning 
the plant; and 

(iv) any other matter which the Licensing Officer may 

consider necessary for the purpose, 

7. Grant of licence : — (i) On receipt of an application 
under clause 4, the Licensing Officer may, if he is satisfied 
having regard to the factors specified in clause 6 that there is 
no objection to grant a licence to the applicant, he may grant 
the applicant a licence in form ‘D’; 

(ii) Where having regard to the factors specified in clause 
6 that Licensing Officer is of opinion that tire applicant should 
not be granted the licence, he may, after giving applicant 
opportunity of being heard, refuse to grant the licence record- 
ing in writing the reasons for such refusal and furnish a 
copy thereof to the applicant; 

(iii) Where the applicant is refused a licence, the licence 
fee paid by the applicant with his application shall be refund- 
ed to bint. 

8. Relaxation of conditions of licence. — Every licence grant- 
ed under clause 7 shall be subject to the terms and condi- 
tions specified in the Schedule ; 

Provided that in the case of a cold storage already in 
existence before the commencement of this Order, the Licens- 
ing Officer may relax any condition if he is satisfied that the 
compliance with such a condition is not practicable. 

9. Cancellation of licence. — The Licensing Officer may cancel 
any licence if he is satisfied that the licensee has , — 1 

(a) parted in whole or in part, with his control over 
the cold storage, or 

(b) ceased to run his cold storage, or 

(c) levied any charges in excess of the charges permitted 
under clause 20, or 


5. Fee for licence,— Application l'e,- and licence fee shall 
be as follows : — 

(a) Application fee ; 


(d) contravened or failed to comply with any of the 
terms and conditions specified in the Schedule or 
any directions which may be issued by the Licensing 
Officer for the proper implementation of this order ; 


(i) Application foe for permission 
to construct a cold storage or 
expansion f cold storage. 

(ii) Application fee for issue of 
duplicate licence.

(b) Licence tee Renewal fee. — payable per calender year 
or part thereof :

Provided that, before cancelling any licence, the Licensing 
Officer shall given ten clear day’s notice to the licensee stat- 
ing the grounds on which it is proposed to cancel the licence 
and shall give the licensee an opportunity to show cause for 
not cancelling the licence : 

Provided further that where immediate action is required 
in the public interest the Licensing Officer may, for reasons to 
be recorded in writing without giving the licensee an oppor- 
tunity to show cause cancel the licence. 

10. Licensee not entitled to compensation or refund of 
licence fee — Where any licence is cancelled the licensee shall 
not be entitled to any compensation or refund- of fee paid by 
him for such licence. 

11. Period of validity of licence. — Every licence shall, 
unless cancelled earlier, expire on the 31st day of December 
of the year in which the licence is granted. 


12. Renewal of licence (1) Every licensee desiring to get 
his licence renewed shall on or before the 31st day of Octo- 
ber, make an application in Form ‘E’ and Form ‘H’ tin dup- 
licate) to the Licensing Officer accompanied with the fee 
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specified in clause 5. Where a licensee fails to make an appli- 
cation within the date aforesaid he may make an application 
with the fee specified in sub-clause (b) of clause 5 at any 
time before the expiry' of the licence on payment of a penalty 
calculated at rupees one hundred for the delay of every month 
or part thereof, 

(2) On receipt of an application for the renewal of licence 
the Licensing Officer may either renew the licence or refuse to 
renew it. Where renewal is refused the licensee shall be given 
an opportunity of being heard and the reasons for such refu- 
sal be recorded in writing and a copy thereof shall be fur- 
nished to the applicant and the renewal fee received from the 
applicant shall be refunded to him, 

(3) Where the licensee fails to apply for renewal before 
the date specified in sub-clause (.1) it shall not be lawful 
for the licensee, after the date of expiry of his licence to 
ru n his cold storage unless he obtains renewed licence in that 
behalf. 

13. Issue of duplicate licence : — (1) Where a licence is 
lost, destroyed, torn, defaced or mutilated the licensee may 
apply for a duplicate copy of the licence. Every such appli- 
cation shall be accompanied wjth the fee specified in sub- 
clause (a) (iii) of clause 5. On receipt of an application the 
licensing Officer shall grant a duplicate copy of licence to 
the licensee. 

14. Regulation and transfer of licence.— (i) A licence 
granted under this Order shall not be transferred to any 
other person without the prior approval of the Licensing 
Officer. 

(ii) Where a licensee sells or otherwise transfers a cold 
storage to another persons or persons or suspends operation 
of the cold storage for a period exceeding six months the 
licensee shall surrender the licence to the Licensing Officer 
within one month of such sale or transfer or suspension. 

(iii) Any charge in partnership shall be notified to the 
Licensing Officer within one month of such a change. 

(iv) The purchaser or the transferee, as the case may be, 
shall apply to the Licensing Officer for the grant of new 
licence in accordance with this Order. 

(v) In the event of any change in the name, style or loca- 
tion of the cold storage the licensee shall forthwith intimate 
the change to the Licensing Officer and within one month 
from the date of intimation forward his licence to the licens- 
ing Officer along with the necessary documents for effecting 
the necessary change. 

15. Contract of agreement with hirer, — The licensee shall 
not enter into a contract or agreement: with anyi hirer in contra- 
vention of any of the provision of this Order. 

16. Overloading.- — No licensee shall load the cold storage 
beyond the licensed capacity, 

17. Provisions regarding storage of foodstuffs. — (i) No 
licensee shall refuse to accept for storage in the cold storage 
any foodstuffs tendered by any: person if such person offers 
to pay the required cold storage charges and if the accommo- 
dation for storage of such foodstuffs in the cold storage is 
available : 

Provided that, if the foodstuffs tendered for storage arc 
likely to cause damage to any other foodstuffs stored in the 
cold storage or if for the storage of the foodstuffs so ten- 
dered, maintenance of different ranges of temperature than 
are normally required for the foodstuffs stored in bulk is 
required, then the licensee may refuse to accept for storage, 
the foodstuffs so tendered : 

Provided further that, if the Licensing Officer is satisfied 
that storage of any particular category of foodstuff is not 
in the public interest, he may by a public notice prohibit 
such storage and thereupon the licensee shall refuse to store 
such foodstuff. 

(ii) Where any hirer demands delivery of the whole or 
any part of his consignment stored in the licensee’s cold 
storage, the licensee shall on payment of the charges fixed 
under clause 20 within twenty four hours of such demand. 


deliver the whole or, as the case may be, the part of the 
consignment to the hirer. 

(iii) Consignments of foodstuffs stored by each hirer or 
covered by each storage receipt shall be stored by the licen- 
see separately so as to ensure their easy identification and 
easy delivery to the hirers concerned. 

18. Cold storage receipts.- — Defined in 2(b).— (i) Lor the 
foodstuff stored in a cold storage by each hirer, the licen- 
see shall issue a cold storage receipt in Form ‘F\ 

(ii) The receipt shall, unless it is otherwise specified 
thereon be transferably by endorsement and delivery and 
shall entitle the holder in due course to receive the goods 
specified in il as if he were the original hirer; and 

(iii) If a cold storage receipt is lost, destroyed, torn, 
defaced or otherwise becomes illegible, the licensee shall, 
on an application made bv the hirer issue a duplicate re- 
ceipt. 

19. Power to requisition the storage. — (i) The Licensing 
Officer may, in the public interest by order in writing serv- 
ed on any licensee requisition the whole or a part of the 
space in the licensee’s cold storage for the period specified 
in the order and on payment of charges fixed under clause 
20 of the Order. 

(ii) The space so requisitioned may be allotleJ by the 
Licensing Officer for storing the foodstuffs to one or more 
persons specified in the order. 

20. Fixation of charges for storage.— Keeping in view the 
cost of the machinery, depreciation electric charges, etc., 
the Licensing Officer shall, by order in the Official Gazette, 
from time to time, fix the maximum charges which a licen- 
see may charge for storing foodstuffs in the cold storage 
or for any other service connected therewith. 

21. Inspection facilities, etc. — (i) The licensee shall keep 
his licence in safe custody in cold storage premises and 
produce it on demand to the Licensing Officer. 

(ii) Every licensee shall provide all facilities and assis- 
tance to the Licensing Officer for inspecting the cold stor- 
age premises, machinery, equipment foodstuffs, stored there- 
in, books, records and accounts at any time. 

22. Maintenance of records and submission of returns. — 
Every licensee shall, — Maintain accounts, books and records 
relating to storage of foodstuffs at the licensed premises in 
the Forms G-I to G-VI, and submit to the Licensing Officer 
returns and statements in the Forms G-I to G-VI. 

23. Power to call for information, etc.— ti) The Licens- 
ing Officer may with a view to securing compliance with 
this Order, — 

(a) require any licensee to give any information in his 
possession with respect to the foodstuffs stored by 
him in the cold storage. 

(b) enter, inspect and search any premises where the 
cold storage is installed to run at any time with 
a view to satisfy himself that the requirement of 
this Order are being complied with. 

(c) prohibit by an order in writing further storage or 
disposal of any foodstuffs in respect of which he 
has reason to believe that any contravention of this 
Order has taken place. 

(d) prohibit a licensee by an order in writing from 
appointing a person to act as an operator if he has 
reason to believe that the person has not got the 
requisite qualification or knowledge or experience 
of the job. 

(ii) Every licensee shall be bound to furnish such infor- 
mation as may be required by the Licensing Officer and 
afford all necessary facilities to him for the purpose of 
exercising his powers under paragraph(b) of sub-clause (1). 

(iii) Subject to the provision of this clause the provisions 
of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (2 of 1974), re- 
lating to search, so far as may be, apply to searches under 
this clause. 
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24. Appeal. — Any person aggreived by an order of (he 
Licensing Officer made under this Order may prefer cr. 
appeal to the Officer of the Central Government not below 
the rank of the Joint Secretary appointed by the Central 
Government in this behalf by special order from time to 
time. 

25. Delegation. — The Central Government, may be a 
notified order direct that such of the powers and functions 
of the Licensing Officer hs may be specified in the Order, 
may be exercised or, as the case may be, discharged by any 
State Government or such officer or authority subrodinate 
thereto as may be specified in the order within the territorial 
limits of that State. 

26. Repeal and Saving. — The Cold Storage Order, 1964, 
is hereby repealed, except In respect of things done or 
omitted to be done thereunder before such repeal, 

SCHEDULE 
(See Clause 8) 

PART I 

SANITARY REQUIREMENTS : 

1. The premises where the cold storage is installed shall 
be clean. Inside the cold storage electric lights shall be 
provided at the rate of 1 watt per 4645 sq. cm. The dis- 
infecting or deodourising of the cold storage shall, however, 
be carried out as and when required. 

2. The licensee shall not store any product which may 
be repugnant or alient to the smell of the foodstuffs stored 
in the cold storage. Products having repugnant smell 
shall, however, be stored in separate chambers of the cold 
storage. 

3. All yards, outhouses, stores and all approaches of the 
premises where the cold storage is installed shall be kept 
clean and sanitary. 
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(e) A gap of at least 30 cm. shall be maintained bet- 
ween the ceiling and the top level of the load in the 
top most shelf of every racks. 

(d) A gap of at least 7,5 cm. shall be maintained on 
every shelf of a rack between the load on the shelf 
and the succeeding shelf. 

4. The diffusers or direct expansion pipes for conveying 
the refrigerant shall be so arranged in the cold storage so as to 
maintain proper temperature with maximum allowable varia- 
tion of it C and percentage of relative humidity v ith an 
allowable variation of it 5 per cent in every location of the 
cold storage where foodstuffs are stored. 

5. The cold storage shall be provided with thermometres 
reading dry bulb and wet bulb temperatures. The number 
and location of thermometres shall be dependent on the size 
and capacity of the cold storage and shall be as instructed 
by the Licensing Officer or the Officer authorised by him in 
this behalf at the time of the first or subsequent inspection. 

6. All moving parts of prime movers and fly wheels con- 
nected to the prime movers “hall be provided with proper 
belt guards. 

7. Tho suction pipe line of the compressor shall be pro- 
perly insulated. 

8. An alarm bell with switch inside each storage chamber 
shall be provided lor use in case of an emergency. 

9. ‘First Air Box’ shall be maintained in the machine room- 

10. Attached to cold storage chambers, an ante-chamber 
or air-curtain shall be provided. 

11. The receiver or condenser of the refrigerating system 
shall be provided with a pressure gauge with suitable range. 

12- A cold storage shall satisfy safety code for mechanical 
refrigeration as specified in Annexure I to this Schedule. 
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4. No person suffering from any infectious or contagious 
disease shall be allowed to work in the cold storage, Arrange- 
ments shall be made for examination of the employees other 
than daily paid labourers working in the cold storage once 
a year to check that they are free from any infectious con- 
tagious or other diseases. 

5. The employees working inside the cold storage operat- 
ing above freezing point shall be adequately provided with 
ptoper clothes to protect them from cold. The employees 
working in a cold storage which operates below freezing 
point shall also be provided with boots, 

6. Adequate toilet facilities shall be provided separately 
for males and females within the premises. 

7. All steps stairs and gangways shall be of sound cons- 
truction and properly maintained and provided with hand 
rails to ensure safety. 

PART II 

REQUIREMENTS AS TO OPERATION : 

1. The doors of the cold storage shall be provided with 
adequate insulation and shall be kept reasonably air-tight. 
The design of the doors shall be such that a person shall be 
able to open it from inside as well as outside. 

2. Whether racks are provided they shall be so construct- 
ed that loading and unloading operations shall be carried 
out without endangering the lives of the employees working 
in the cold storage.

ADVANCE BOOKING : 

1 Every licensee shall maintain a ‘Log Book’ in the form 
set out in the Annexure II to this Order for the maintenance 
of temperature and relative humidity as well as the pressure 
reading of the compressor on four hourly basis a>l through- 
out night and day during the operation of the cold storage 
unless automatic recording instruments are installed and shall 
he signed by the Licensee or a responsible person duly autho- 
rised bv him.

(Revised) 


.UThis code covers safety features in the design, construc- 

frtoirito * l0 t n ope ™ tlon and inspection of mechanical re- 
frigeration system of vapour compression type, including 
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working conditions in the plant room which arc considered 
reasonably necessary to safeguard life, health and property 
in the cold storage, 

2. TERMINOLOGY 

2.0 For the purpose of this code, the following definitions 
shall apply : 

2.1 Compressor. — The equipment in which refrigerant in 
a refrigerating machine is compressed to increase its pres- 
sure before liquefaction. 

2.2 Condensor. — A part of the refrigerating system where 
high pressure refrigerant gas is condensed to high pressure 
liquid. 

2.3 Condensing unit. — A combination of equipment con- 
sisting mainly of compressors, condensers and liquid receivers 
(when required) for converting low pressure gas to high 
pressured liquid. 

2 4 Evaporator. — A part of the refrigerating system where 
liquid refrigerant is evaporated to poduce cooling. 

2.5 Expansion Valve. — A valve which makes the liquid 
refrigerant to expand from a high pressure to a low pressure 
and controls the flow of the refrigerant. 

2.6 Fusible Plug. — A plug made of special fusible alloy 
which fuses at a predetermined temperature and relieves 
pressure in the refrigerating system. 

2.7 High Pressure Switch. — An automatic protective device 
against excessive pressure on the high side. Tt automatically 
stops a compressor or a condensing unit when the pressure 
on the high side exceeds a predetermined limit. 

2.8 Low Pressure Switch. — An automatic protective device 
against excessively low pressure on the low side. Tt auto- 
matically stops a compressor or a condensing usit when the 
pressure on the side falls below a predetermined limit. 

2.9 Plant Room. — Room in which a refrigerating plant, 
other than domestic refrigerating appliances such as refri- 
gerators, portable air conditioners, etc. (which are installed 
inside the living room) is installed and operated. 

2.10 Pressure Relief Device. — A pressure actuated valve or 
device which automatically relieves the pressure in excess of 
Its setting. 

2.11 Pressure Vessel, — It is a receiver containing refrige- 
rants under pressure. 

2.12 Receiver. — A vessel forming a part of refrigerating 
system acting as a receptacle for liquid refrigerant. 

2.13 Refrigerant, — A chemical agent used to produce cool- 
ing, by expansion from high pressure liquid to low pressure 
gas in a refrigerating system. 

2.14 Refrigerant container. — A vessel for storage of liquid 
refrigerant. 

2.15 Refrigerating system. — An equipment consisting of 
condensing unit and evaporator in which refrigerant is circulat- 
ed to extract and transfer heat. 

3. INSTALLATION REQUIREMENTS : 

3.1 Plant Room, 

3.1.1 Doors, partitions and openings. — The plant room of 
each refrigerating system shall be provided with a door(s) and 
shall have no partition or openings so as to avoid escape 
of refrigerants to other parts of the building. 

3.12 No plant room door shall have locking devices from 
Inside. However, facilities for bolting from inside may be 
provided. 

3.1,3 Adequate ventilation shall be provided for each plant 
room. The ventilation required shall generally be in accord- 
ance with Table-1. To achieve the required ventilation, win- 
dows or doors opening to outside air or power driven ex- 
haust fans may be provided. The sizes of the windows and 
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doors and air displaying capacity of the exhaust fans shall 
be in accordance with the requirements given in Table- 1. 
When exhaust fans are used, provisions should be made 
for inlet of the air to replace the air that is being exhausted 
by the fan. The area connected to the exhaust fan or fans 
shall be in accordance with the minimum duct areas as given 
in Table- 1 , 

3.1.4 Emergency exist and fire extinguisher. — Each plant 
room shall be provided with emergency exists and fire extin- 
guishers of suitable type (see TS 2190-1962 Code of Practice 
for Selection, Installation and Maintenance of Portable Firsl- 
Air-Fire Appliances). 

3.1.5 First Air Equipment— First-aid equipment shall be 
provided in each plant room in accordance with the require- 
ments laid down in the Factories Act, 1948, and Rules there- 
under. 

3.1.6 Gas Masks. — One or more gas masks or breathing 
apparatus of suitable type shall be kept immediately outside 
the plant room in an accessible portion. Canisters of the gas 
masks shall be renewed periodically. 

3.2 Foundation and supports provided for condensing units 
or compressor units or other refrigeration equipment shall 
be substantially sound and vibration absorbing and of non- 
combustible construction. 

3.2.1 All moving machinery shall be guarded in accordance 
with the provisions of the Factories Act, 1948, nnd the Rules 
thereunder. 

3.3 Adequate clear space for inspection and servicing of 
condensing units or compressor units shall be provided.

3.4 Condensing units or compressor units within enclosures 
shall be readily accessible for inspection and servicing. 

3.5 Adequate illumination for inspection and servicing of 
condensing units or compressor units and other refrigeration 
equipment shall be provided. 

3.6 Water supply connections shall be made in accordance 
with the requirements given in IS : 2065 — 1963 Code of Prac- 
tice for Water Supply in Building. 

3.6.1 Water used for removing heat from the rofrigating 
system shall not he discharged Into any water supply which 
is likely to bo used for human or animal consumption. 

3.7 Electrical wiring and installation of the electrical equip- 
ment shall be in accordance with the requirements of the 
Indian Electricity Act, and Rules thereunder and shall also 
conform to the requirements laid down in IS : 732 —1963 Code 
of Practice for Electrical Wiring Installations (System Volt- 
age Not Exceeding 650 Volts) (Revised), IS : 2274 — 1963 
Code of Practice for Electrical Wiring Installations (System 
Voltage Exceeding 650 Volfs) and IS : 302 — 1960 General 
Safety Requirement for light Electrical Appliance, as appli- 
cable. 

3.7.1 Electrical interlocking of the compressor with con- 
densing water pump and cooling tower fan (where provided) 
is strongly recommended. The switch of the compressor 
motor should be interlocked with the pumning set and fan 
in such a way that the compressor motor will not start until 
the condensing water pump and fan have started. 

3.7.2 It Is recommended that as far as practicable the high 
pressure switches, low pressure switches, and other electrical 
control apparatus used in connection with a mechanical re- 
frigeration system be operated on a voltage not exceeding 
250. 

3.8 No open flame or apparatus to produce open flame or 
hot surface above 425°C shall be permitted in a plant room 
having one or more refrigeration machines with a total re- 
frigerant charge exceeding that mentioned in Tnbb-2 for 
each cubic metre of room volume, 

3.9 No open flame shall be applied to refrigerating system 
or refrigerant vessel when the system or vessel is charged with 
refrigerant. 


3.10 In the case of refrigerating system using inflamable 
refrigerants, such as methyl chloride, ethane, etc., all electri- 
cal installations for refrigerating system shall generally con- 
form to the requirements given.

3.11 No refrigerating system or piping shall be installed 
in a passage doorway, below a staircase, or in any public 
place, except when suitably guarded. 

3.12 Charging Refrigerant. — While charging a gauge should 
be provided between the refrigerant container and the machine 
to know the pressure at which the system is being charged. 
This pressure should not exceed the discharge pressure at 
which the compressor has to work with particular type of 
refrigerant. 

3.13 For each installation of refrigerating system the follow- 
ing information mounted on a frame, should be clearly posted 
in the plant room r 

(a) Name and make of the condensing unit; 

(b) Model of condensing unit; 

(o) Name and full charge of refrigerant; 

(d) Full charge of oil; 

(e) Quantity of refrigerant and oil charged in the system 
with date of charging; 

(f) Pressure at which the system is tested after installa- 

tion; and 

(g) Change of refrigerant, if any, with date. 

4. REFRIGERATING SYSTEM AND EQUIPMENT : 

4.1 Refrigerant piping valves, fittings, their related parts 
and all material used in the construction and installation of 
refrigerating system shall be suitable for the refrigerant used. 
No material which could deteriorate due to chemical action 
of tbe refrigerant or the oil or the combination of both and 
moisture shall be used. Aluminium, zinc or magnesium 
shall not be used in contact with methyl chloride, Magnesium 
alloys shall not be used in contact with chloro-fluori deriva- 
tives of methane and ethane. Copper and copper alloys shall 
cot be used in contact with ammonia. 

4.2 All joints shall be readily accessible. 

4.3 Joints from refrigerant copper pipe and fittings made 
with solder or other alloys shall have melting point of : 

(a) not less than 260°C for pipe sizes up to 32mm; and 

(b) 540°C for pipe sizes above 32 mm and far all the 
size on hot gas lines. 

4.4 Stop valves shall be installed on all systems other than 
those using centrifugal compressors containing more than 10 
kg. of refrigerant, The location of the stop valves shall be 
as given in 4.4.1,

4,4.1 Stop valves shall he provided at the inlet and outlet 
ends of each of compressor, receiver and evaporator, 

4.5 Test Pressures. — All stop valves piping, joints flanges 
and fittings shall withstand test pressures as given in Table- 3 
after completion of installation and before operation. 

4.6 All refrigerant piping should be supported by means of 
hangers, bracket straps, clamps or pedestals in such a manner 
as to relieve joints of harmful strains and vibrations. 

4.7 Colour identification of refrigerant pipe lines shall be 
in accordance with the colour identification given in IS : 2379- 
Colour Code for identification of pipe lines. 

4.8 Emergency Discharge Tine. — Each, refrigeration system 
of ammonia and sulphur dioxide having a charge of 10 kg, or 
more should be equipped with emergency discharge line. The 
discharge line should be connected directly in top of the 
receiver or the condenser receiver in the emergency.

Valve should be placed immediately outside the plant 
and there should be no valve between the emergency valve 
and the receiver so that in case of an emergency the valve 
can be operated from outside without entering the plant room. 
Adequate precautions should be taken to see that the emer- 
gency valve is not tempered with by an unauthorised person. 
The emergency valve should be covered preferably with a 
glass fronted box. There emergency discharge pipe should 
be so connected outside the building that it docs not affect 
the surrounding locality. 


5. PRESSURE DEVICES : 

5.1 High Pressure Switch. 

5.1.1 All condensing units or compressor units above the 
size normally used for domestic refrigerators shall be fitted 
with automatic high pressure switches. 

5.1.2 The high pressure switch shall always be fitted on to 
the discharge side of the compressor before the discharge 
shut-off valve. 

5.1.3 For condensing units above 7.5 kw the cut-in cycle 
of the high pressure switch shall not be automatic, that is 
after tripping, the compressor motor shall require to be start- 
ed manually. 

5.2 Low Pressure Switch. — Low pressure switch should he 
fitted wherever practicable, to all compressors other than 
those used for domestic refrigerators when the compressors 
are used for producing low temperature conditions below 

o°e. 

5.3 Pressure Relief Device or Fusible Plugs. — These shall 
be provided on the high side abojve the refrigerant liquid 
level on all condensing units. The discharge for the relief 
valve should be so connected that it should discharge with- 
out affecting the surrounding locality outside the building. 
Ammonia and sulphur dioxide refrigerants shall be discharg- 
ed in vessels containing water and brine, respectively. The 
pressure relief valves shall be set to blow at pressures 75 to 
80 per cent of those specified for minimum field refrigerant 
leak test pressures (on the high pressure) given in Table-3. 

6. PRESSURE VESSELS : 

6.1 All refrigerant containing pressure vessels shall be 
hydrostatically tested and thoroughly examined periodically 
as required under the Factories Act, 1948, and the Rules 
made thereunder. 

6.2 All refrigerant containing pressures vessels having a 
net volume of 0.1 5m3 or more, and which may be shut-off 
by valves, shall be equipped with pressure relief devices or 
fusible plugs, 

7. MAINTENANCE : 

7.1 Each refrigerating system after installation shall be 
checked for refrigerant leaks every three months. 

7.2 Pressure devices, pressure gauges and all other refri- 
gerant controls on both the high side, and low side shall 
be checked periodically, the time between two such inspections 
not exceeding six months. Fusible plugs shall be inspected 
once every three months. 

7.3 Moulds, cans, tanks, etc. shall be checked frequently 
for chemical action and corrosion from hygienic and sanitary 
point of view. 

7.4 Electrical installation shall be checked periodically for 
insulation leakage, etc. in accordance with the Indian Elec- 
tricity Act, 1910, and the rules made thereunder and IS : 
732—1963 Code of practice for Electrical wiring Installations 
(System Voltage Not Exceeding 650 volts) (Revised) and 
IS : 2274 — 1963 Code of Practice for Electrical Wiring Instal- 
lation (System Voltage Exceeding 650 volts). 

7.5 All repairs shall be duly recorded and record of all 
tests carried out after repairs shall be maintained. The record 
should he signed by the mechanic and the engineer or officer- 
in-charge. 

7.6 Proper precaution shall be taken that no gas other than 
what is in the system is charged, 

7.7 Open flame shall never be applied to the gas cylinder 
or to the system when it is charged with refrigerant. 

7.8 In a plant room in which refrigerating system contain- 
ing more than 25 kg of refrigerant is installed, a card shall 
be placed conspicuously near the compressors giving direc- 
tions for the operation of the refrigerating system including 
precautions to be taken in the case of a breakdown or leak 
and instructions for shutting down the refrigerating system In 
case of emergency.

DRAWING:— While preparing the drawings following 
points should be kept in view, — 

(a) Key Plan: — Key plan should show the proposed location 
with respect to important land marks in the vicinity. 
The process of granting permission would be expedited 
if the Key Plan is submitted on a village or municipal 
map but whenever if not possible the Key Plan should 
invariably be submitted wilh reference to important 
highway, important buildings, kilometer stone on the 
highway, etc., so that the location may be ascertained 
even by a person who is not familiar with the locality. 

(b) Site Plan. — Site Plan should show the proposed plot 
of land and names of owners of adjoining plots. Loca- 
tion of chambers, precooling chambers, drying shed, 
condensors, machine room office and the other utility 
building like toilets, workers residential areas, etc.

(c) Detailed Plan: — Detailed Plan should show the complete 
dimensions/details of the building, the material to be 
used in the construction, details of racking structure, 
size of horizontal/vortical members of the racking stru- 
cture/proposed galleries/passages. Galleries should be 
so located that every bag can be taken out at a short 
notice and the inspection of all the bags can be done at 
frequent intervals. It is desirable that the distance 
between two gallaries should semain between 5 to 6 
metres. The minimum width of the galleries as per 
C.S.O., 1980, is 0.76 metres. Air gap of 20 ems between 
the walls and the bags and between the floor and the 
bags should be provided. Air lock should be provided 
to all the chambers invariably. 

(d) Sectional Detail. — A cross section should be drawn 
so that the maximum number of details can be shown 
therein. This should show the interna! as well as 
external height of the chambers foundation details. 
Normally, more than 6 stages should not be provided 
in a cold storage.

be obtained. This certificate should indicate the area under 
cultivation and the total yield of potatoes and/or other crops

AWARD 

The Central Government as aporopriate Government refer- 
red an Industrial Dispute u -"s 10 of the T.D. Act, 1947 h_ 
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Industrial Tribunal, Delhi in the following terms vide its order 
No. S, 12012/140/75/D, II/A dated the 17th November, 
1975; 

‘Is the management of the Reserve Bunk of India New 
Delhi, justified in reducing the substantive pay and 
withholding the increment for two ycais with effect 
from the 4th September, 1973 of Shri M. I.. Chopra, 
Coin-note Examincr-Orade-lf. If not, to what relief 
is the said workman entitled ?' 

2. On receipt of the reference it was ordered to be regis- 
tered and usual notices were sent to (he parties. In pursuance 
whereof a statement of claim was filed on 4lh February, 1976, 
Thereafter the Management filed a written statement on the 
29th March, 1976, Finally a replication was filed on the 
10th May, 1976. Upon the pleadings of the parties tho 
following issues were framed by Industrial Tribunal, Delhi for 
trial ; 

1. Whether the domestic enquiry is vitiated for the reasons 

pleaded 7 

2. As in the terms of reference, 

3. Thereafter the case was adiourned for evidence of the 
parties to 1st November, 1976. On which date the Industrial 
Tribunal, Delhi passed the following orders : 

‘Parties have agreed that no oral evidence is needed at 
this stage on issue No. 1 , Accordingly they close 
their respective evidence on No. 1 They also want 
to argue issue No. 1. which would he treated *s a 
preliminary issue. Put up for aiguments on issue 
No. 1 only on 27-11-76. Parties by agreement state 
that the documents filed would be treated as eviden- 
ce without formal proof. The Management will file 
an affidavit regarding disposal of the note packet 
in question which was by the workman before 27th 
November, 1976.’ 

4. Before arguments could be heard the ca'e was transfer- 
red to this Tribunal and it was ordered tb bo registered afresh 
and fresh notices were issued to the parties. The parties re- 
presentatives appeared before me and on enquiry by this Tri- 
bunal they reiterated that the parties did not propose to lead 
arty oral evidence on issue No, 1 and it was further agreed 
that the enquiry proceedings may be read into evidence with- 
out any formal proof and it was 1 exhibited as Ex, M/I. It 
Inter on transpired that the notification transferring this case to 
this Tribunal was somewhat defective and therefore a fresh 
notification of transfer was necessitated and after the said fresh 
notification was published, the statements of parties represen- 
tatives were recorded on 15th September, 197R in which the 
parties representatives adopted all the proceedings held by 
this Tribunal and the case was adjourned for arguments. 

5. I have gone through the pleadings ami the evidence on 
record and after giving my considered thought to the matter 
before me I have come to the following findings upon issue 
No. 1. 

6. The contention of the workman in his statement of claim 
is that the workman Shri M. L. Chopra is employed in the 
Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi as coin/notc examiner 
Grade II; that he was served with a memo dated 1-9-72 
alleging that a packet of Rs. 100 re-issuable notes to the 
State Bank of India on 4-8-72 was found short of 11 notes as 
reported by the Receiving Office; that it was further alleged 
lhat the said packet had been examined by the workman on 
1-8-72 and the workman was vide this memorandum called 
upon to explain (he alleged shortage; that the workman sub- 
mitted his reply dated upon the workman on the same grounds 
and the workman was charged with negligence, inefficiency 
and indolence in the discharge of his duties and (hat he was 
liable to disciplinary action under regulation 47 of the Reserve 
Bank of India Staff Regulation, 1948; lhat the workman sub- 
mitted reply to the said charge sheet vide his reply dated 
10-1-1973 and denied the charges; that thereafter the work- 
man was informed vide memo dated 19-1-1973 by (he Manager 
of the Bank that an enquiry would he held into the charges 
framed against the workman and for (he said purpose one 
Shri S M Taqi Hussain, Assistant Currency Officer had been 
appointed as the Enquiry Officer; that the enquiry proceedings 
against the workman commenced on 21-2-1973 and the work- 
man was represented at the enquiry by the representative ot 


the Associalion/Union and the Management was represented 
at the enquiry by the Enquiry Officer; that two witnesses Shri 
M. R. Patwardhan and Shri N, N. Sehgal were examined by 
the Management in support of the charges and two witnesses 
Shri R. K. Khanna and lndresh Mohan were examined 
by the workman at the enquiry proceedings; that at the con- 
clusion of the enquiry workman submitted w'ritten aiguments 
dated the 28lh April, 1973; that thereafter the Enquiry Officer 
submitted his report on 5-6-1973 and it was held by the 
Enquiry Officer that the workman had failed to follow the 
procedure of examination of the notes as prescribed in para 
90 of the Departmental Manual and had acted in a manner 
detrimental to the interest of the Bank and thus exhibited 
inefficiency and indolence in the discharge of his duties; that 
the said report of the Enquiry Officer was considered by the 
Manager of the Bank who had by order dated 9-7-1973 agreed 
wilh the Enquiry Officer, that the charges framed against the 
workman stood proved and in consequence the workman was 
served wiih a show cause notice dated 9-7-1973 purporting to 
inflict penalties namely degradation to a lower stage in the 
workman’s incremental scale and recovery from the pay of 
the workman of 50 per cent of the alleged loss sustained by 
the Bank and the workman was informed that the workman 
could make a representation against the proposed penalties; 
that the workman submitted his reply to the said show cause 
notice vide reply dated 30-8-73 ; that tho Manager of the Bank 
vide order dated 4-9-73 disposed of the matter by observing 
that he (Manager) saw no reason to alter the penalty tentatively 
proposed to be inflicted and accordingly passed the order, 
that the workman preferred an appeal to the Governor of 
the Bank against the said order dated 4-9-73 of the Bank Man- 
ager under regulation 48 of the said appeal and the said 
appeal was disposed of and dismissed the appeal; that the 
procedure adopted by the Enquiry Officer was wrong; that 
the enquiry was vitiated : that the findings were unjustified and 
unsustainable) ; that similarly the order of punishment was 
unjustified and unsustainable; that the order of the appellate 
authority was also invalid and ns such the punishment ii 
liable to be set aside. 

7. The Bank has in renlv stated that the enquiry was valid 
nnd justified and not vitiated: that the order of punishment 
was equally valid and justified and sustainable from the evi- 
dence produced before the Enquiry Officer; that the order of 
appellate authority was equally justified and sustainable and 
that the workman was not entitled to any relief what-so-ever. 

8. The short question before this Tribunal is a s to whether 
the enquiry is vitiated. From the details given by the work- 
man in his statement of claim itself it cannot by any stretch 
of imagination be said that the enquiry is vitiated. It also 
cannot be said that the Enquiry Officer had mis-directed him- 
self or the proceedings in anv manner whnt-so-ever. Mere fact 
thnt the Enquiry Officer had himself acted ns the representative 
of the Bank Management also does not vitiate, the enquiry in 
any manner what-so-cver, In as much as there is nothing 
cither in the f.D. Act Or the statements or the Bank awards 
which lavs down thnt the Enquiry Officer cannot net both 
the Enquiry Officer as the Presenting Officer n n behalf of the 
Management From the perusal of the enquiry proceedings 
which are Ex. M/1 in this case it cannot be said that the 
workman had not been afforded pronrr onnortunjtv before 
the Enquiry Officer. It also canuol be gathered from the 
cnouiry that full opportunity was not afforded to the work- 
man to cross examine the witness of fh~ Management or to 
produce his evidence in any manner what-so-ever. 

9. From the perusal of the enquiry proceedings T find that 
at page 1 , is the copy of noto addres' ed by the Agent at Fari- 
dabad Branch of State Bank of Tmlia on 9th August, 1972 to 
the Currency, Officer, Reserve Bank of India, Issue Depart- 
ment, New Delhi advising him about (he short in hundred ru- 
pee notes. At page 2 thereof is the eony of memorandum dated 
the 1st September, 1972 served upon the workman in the 
instant matter by the Currency Officer, At page 3 is the copy 
of the reply dated the 8th September, 1972 submitted by the 
workman. At page 4 is the cony of !hc charge sheet dated 
1st Tanuary. 1973 served upon the workman. From the perusal 
of this charge sheet 1 find that it is quite detailed one and 
conveys the full charge to the workman and nothing appears 
to have been withheld in the charge sheet so as to misguide 
the workman. At page 5 is the reply submitted to this charge 
sheet by this workman on 10th January, 1973, At page 6 
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thereof is the order of appointment of Shri S. M. Taqi Hussain 
as the Enquiry Officer passed by the Manager on 19th January, 
1973, Pages 7 to 43 of Ex, M/1 are the enquiry proceedings. 
A perusal of these enquiry proceedings goes to show that 
the procedure of enquiry adopted by he enquiry officer was 
proper and a valid procedure. It shows that the full oppor- 
- tumty was afforded to the workman side at the enquiry stage. 
Each page of the enquiry proceedings is signed by the repre- 
sentative of the workman apart from the Enquiry Officer. 
Incidently it may be mentioned that at page 7 itself it is 
mentioned that Shri M, R. Patwardhan, Treasurer was present 
to represent the Bank in the enquiry. Even assuming that the 
witness of the Bank were examined by the Enquiry Officer 
there is nothing improper in th e said procedure as long as 
the examination does not go to show that the Enquiry Officer 
had taken sides. I have gone through the entire proceedings 
of the enquiry and I do not find anything to indicate lhat 
the Enquiry Officer was biased against the workman or was 
better disposed towards the Bank- — Management. Ralhcr it only 
shows that the Enquiry Officer has acted in the best possible 
and in an impartial manner. 

10. After the enquiry was completed a written statement 

by way of arguments was made on behalf of the workman 
which is at pages 44-45 of the enquiry proceedings. At pages 
46, 47, 48 and 49 I find the report of the Enquire Officer 
and from the perusal of the report T find that the Enquiry 
Officer has considered the matter dispassionately and from 
all possible angles. Almost all possible point . raised by the 
workman in his representation dated 28-4-73 have been 
considered by the Enquiry Officer and it was thereafter that 
he has come to his findings. At page 5ft is the copy of 
note purported to have been signed by the Manager on 
9-9-73 agreeing with the findings of the enquiry officer. At 
page 51 is the show cause notice purporting the proposing 
the punishment on 9th July. 1973, it is signed by the 
Manager. The workman replied to the said show cause notice 
dated the 30th August, 1973 and it is at page 52 and 53 
of tlie enquiry proceedings. Order of the Manager is dated 
the 4th September, 1973 and is at page 54 and 55 of the 

said file. At pages 56 to 59 T find the ground of appeal 

preferred by the workman on 10th December, 1973 and the 

said appeal was disposed of vide order dated 29-6-74 bv 

the Executive Director and copy thereof b at pages 60 to 62 
of the enquiry file, 

1 1 . I have referred in detail to the enquiry proceedings 
including the procedure adopted by the Enquiry Officer, 
punishing authority and the appellate authority and affet 
giving my considered thought 1q the entire matter before 
me I have come to the conclusion that there is nothing in 
the enquiry which warrants a conclusion that the enquiry is 
vitiated in any manner what-so-cver or an uny ground what -so- 
ever and 1 come to the conclusion that the enquiry is not 
vitiated. 

12. It would be appropriate here to examine the question 
as to whether the fact that the Enquiry Officer had himself 
acted as a Presenting Officer on behalf of the Bank has 
in any manner effected the enquiry. I have already obsetved 
that by itself is not a ground to hold that the enquiry is 
vitiated. There is nothing which I have been able to gather 
from the perusal of the enquiry which goes to In any manner 
to show even remotely that the Enquiry Officer has acted 
prejudicially against the workman. From the perusal of 
various questions put to the witness on behalf of the work- 
man I find that the same were in the nature of soliciting 
explanation for a particular situation, ra'her than with a 
view to inculpate the workman. Even on the examination of 
the workman by the Enquiry Officer T find that the Enquirv 
Officer’s conduct was all along above board and there is 
nothing to suggest that he had acted is biased manner. Similar 
question was considered by a D.B, of Hon’ble Delhi High 
Court in RFA No. 489 of 1971 entitled Gm Parknsh Khurarina 
Vs, Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi a certified copy whereof 
has been placed on record by the Bank’s counsel. At page 
17 of the said Judgment it has been observed that at the 
enquiry there was no Presenting Officer on behalf of the 
Bank and there is nothing in the regulations making it obli- 
gatory for the Bank to appoint one (though to do so). In the 
absence of the Presenting Officer, the Enquiry Officer had 
no option but to put questions to the witnesses and himself. 
But this alone will not vitiate the enquiry. Their Lordships 
have then referred to a Judgment Hindustan Lever Ltd. Vi. 


Presiding Officer reported as 1970(2) LLJ-201 which was 
in turn based upon a Supreme Court Judgment Firestone 
Tyre and Rubber Co. Vs. Their workmen reported as 1967(2) 
l.LJ-715 and another Judgment workmen in Buckingham & 
Carnatie Mills Madras Vs. Buckingham & Carnatic Mills, 
Madras reported as 1970(1) LJJ-26. From the perusal of 
these observations I find that the position in the instant case 
is also identical. Their Lordships have later observed in the 
said Judgment that 'the govering test, the court said, would 
be whether the examination or the cross-examination or 
putting leading questions by the Enquiry Officer would indi- 
cate that he was not fair and lhat be was biased in the sense 
that he thereby acted not as an Enquiry Officer but went 
beyond his limits and played a role of a Prosecutor. The 
court also held that too much to the domestic enquiry and 
what was relevant was to see whether any prejudice was 
caused by such a conduct of the proceedings by the Enquiry 
Officer’. On a perusal of the enquiry proceedings in the instant 
case 1 do not find that the Enquiry Officer had relegated him- 
self to the role of a Prosecutor or any prejudice was caused 
thereby to the workman. The questions put by tho Enquiry 
Officer appears to have been put with the intention of giving 
all chances to the workman to explain the situation and to 
afford him full opportunity to exonerate himself and not with 
a view to inculpate him. The Enquiry Officer is to act like 
a impartial Judge and this is what he has done in the instant 
case. He has tried to discharge his main function of finding 
out the truth and whatever questions were put by him appear 
to have been put in this direction and to do justice between 
the parties. In view thereof I do not think that the Enquiry 
is vitiated on this ground. 

13. Even though this is not open to this court to go into 
the reasons which led the Enquiry Officer to come to hi* 
conclusion but keeping in view the objections of the workmen 
1 have gone through the relevant provision, of the Issue 
Departmental Manual of the Reserve Bank of India and I do 
find that the conclusion of the Enquiry Officer are as would 
be arrived at by a reasonable man. They are not perverse on 
the face of them and arc not opposed to the principles of 
law of domestic enquiries in this behalf. There is no manifest 
error of law of which the Enquiry Officer can be said to be 
guilty of in arriving at his conclusion. He has observed all 
the principles of natural justice applicable to the Enquiry 
proceedings. This court would substitute its decisions for the 
findings of the Enquiry Officer and therefore it is held that 
the enquiry is not vitiated. 

14. 1 hnve considered the matter from the angle of punish- 
ment as well, even though it is not open to this Tribunal 
to arrive at a conclusion of punishment inflicted. Keeping in 
view the gravity of the charge it cannot be said that the 
punishment is severe or harsh and is not keeping with the 
nature of mis-conduct. 

15. In view of my discussions and findings above, this 
issue is decided against the workman and in favour of the 
Management. 

16. Issue No. 2 i 

In view of my findings, above on issue Np. 1 I hold that 
the Management of the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi, 
is justified in reducing the substantive pay and withholding 
the increment for two years w.e.f. the 4th September, 1973 
of Shri M. I- Chopra, Coin/Note Examiner-Grade-II and that 
Mr. Chopra is not entitled to any relief in this reference. 

17. For my discussions and findings upon issues above it 
is awarded that the Management of Reserve Bank of India, 
New Delhi is justified in reducing the substantive pay and 
withholding the increment for two years wiih effect from the 
4th September, 1973 of Shri M. L. Chopra, Coin, Noto Examf- 
ner-Grade-II and the workman is not entitled to any relief 
what-so-ever. Parties however would bear their own costs. 

Further Ordered : 

That requisite number of copies of this award may be 
sent to the appropriate Govt, for necessary action at their 
end.

AWARD 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Clause 10(l)(d) of 
Ihe Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, Government of India, Minis- 
try of Labour, has referred the following Industrial Dispule 
for adjudication to this Tribunal vide it’s Order No. 1.-12012/ 
106/78-D.HA, dated 17th March, 1979 : — 

“Whether the action of the management of Union Bank 
of India, Nagpur in abolishing the post of Special 
Assistant of Ghat Road Branch Nagpur and trans- 
ferring Shri L. H. Vaidya, Special Assistant to 
Rashim under order dated 5-1-1977 is justified ? 
If not, to what relief the workman h entitled ?” 

2. The case of the Union in short is that Shri L. H. Vaidya 
was appointed in the Union Bunk of India at Gandhibagh 
Nagpur Branch as a Clerk-cum-Typist in the year 1961. He 
was thereafter promoted as Head Clerk in May 1971 and 
was further promoted as Special Assistant on 1 7-7-1973. He 
was posted at Ghat Road Branch at Nagpur. From the date of 
his posting as Special Assistant Shri Vaidya worked at 
Ghat Road Branch Nagpur till his transfer to Rashim Branch 
by on order of the management dated 3-1-1977. On receipt 
of the transfer order dated 3-1-1977, Shri Vaidya made a 
representation to the Central Office on 17-1-1977 stating there- 
in that his health does not permit him to proceed to Rashim 
Branch because his ailment requires specialised medical care 
which is not available at Rushim. For the same reasons, be 
had refused promotions on two occasions, as he could not 
go out of Nagpur. Because of ihe health reasons his staying 
at Nagpur was necessary for proper treatment. Other reason 
mentioned for staying at Nagpur was that his wife was serv- 
ing in the Reserve Bank of India Nagpur and she could not 
be posted at Rashim where there is no branch of Reserve 
Bank of India. Because of the ill health it wns not possible 
to live without his wife. The representation was accompanied 
by a Doctor’s certificate. However, the management refused 
to consider Shri Vaidya’s request and rejecting Ihe representa- 
tion of the workman the management informed him vide 
letter dated 29-1-1977 thnf he should join the new station by 
10-2-1977 otherwise disciplinary action shall be taken against 
him. By the same letter it was also stat'-d bv the management 
that as the post of Special Asstt. at Ghat Road Branch wns 
abolished Shri Vnidva was transferred to Rashim Branch. As 
regnrds the cancellation of transfer m the g ouixl of ill hen’th 
of Shri Vaidya, the management informed hint that Shri 
Vaidva rnn get a proper treatment at Rashim and according 
to the advice of the medical Officer of the Bank Ihe ailment 
of Shri Vaidya could not be a ground for cancellation of his 
transfer. 

3. Thereafter, Shri Vaidya again made a request to (ha 
management that if the nost. of Special Asstt. was nboHshrd 
at. Ghat Road Nagnur Shri Vaidya was prepared to wOrk in 
the clerical cadre. Therefore he may be reverted in the cleri- 
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cal cadre and kept at Nagpur. The aforesaid Memorandum 
was sent by Shri Vaidya on 29-1-1977, Still the Bank paid 
no heed to the request of Shri Vaidya. Thereafter Shri 
Vaidya made a request on 14-4-1977, praying therein that 
if he could not be posted at Nagpur he may be posted at 
Akola from where he could go to Nagpur for medical check 
up and treatment. The Bank accordingly transferred Shri 
Vaidya to Akola and he resumed his duties at Akola from 
9-5-1977 where he is working since then. Again on 28-7-1977 
Shri Vaidya made a representation to the Bank stating therein 
that in view of his ill health, he may be transferred to Nagpur 
Branch on humanitarian grounds and he is prepared for rever- 
sion to the post of clerk at Nagpur. But the management did 
not accept the request of Shri Vaidya and rejected his appli- 
cation vide management’s letter dated 4-8-1977, 

4. According to the Union, Shri Vaidya was the Vice 
President of the Union Bank Staff Association at the time 
of his transfer to Rashim Branch. The management was totally 
vindictive towards the Association and to curb the union 
activities Shri Vaidva was transferred to Rashim Branch 
contravening the provisions of para 535 of the Shastry Award. 
Before Shri Vaidya’s transfer to Rashim branch the Bank 
had not notified the contemplated action of the management 
to abolish the post of Special Assistant at Ghat Road branch 
and to transfer Shri Vaidya to Rashim branch. The abolition 
of post at Ghat Road branch of Special Asstt. was a change 
in the condition of service of Shri Vaidya and the manage- 
ment could not have abolished the post without serving a 
notice under Sec. 9A of the Industrial Disputes Act. The 
Union has also given the comparative figures of business at 
Ghat Road Branch of the Bank to show that the post of 
Special Assistant was necessary at Ghat Road Branch and it 
could not be abolished. But it was so abolished only to 
victimise Shri Vaidya for his union activities, 

The union has therefore prayed that Shri T„ H. Vaidya be 
transferred back to Ghat Road branch Nagpur and the 
abolition of the post of Special Assistant be declared illegal. 
Shri Vaidya be also awarded compensation for the illegal 
transfer and harrasment caused to him due to the malaflde 
action of the management. 

5. The management of the Union Bank of India filing the 
written statement-cum rejoinder has resisted the claim of the 
union on the grounds, that Chap. V of the Settlement on the 
Industrial Disputes between certain Bank Companies and 
their workmen dated 19th October, 1966 (hereinafter to be 
referred to as the Bipartie Settlement) provides for payment 
of Special Allowance to compensate the workman for perfor- 
mance or discharge of additional duties and functions requir- 
ing greater skill or responsibility over and above the routine 
duties and functions in the same cadre. As long as a work- 
man is required to perform the duties of Special Assistant, 
he is paid the special allowance of Rs. 91 per month. The 
said bipartite settlement does not provide for norms as regards 
the eotrustmont of the special allowance duties, including that 
of a special Assistant The norms or entrustment of special 
allowance duties are set out in an understanding reached bet- 
ween the Union Bank of India and All India Union Bank 
Employees Federation dated 22-10-1975 which is known as 
Promotion Policy. Para 8.2 of Promotion Policy provides that 
creation/abolition of post carrying special allowance or fill- 
ing up vacancies in such posts will be at the discretion of 
ihe management. Therefore creation or abolition of the port 
carrying special allowance including that of a special Asstt, 
is a function of the management. The creation or abolition of 
nort being purely a managerial function, it cannot be a sub- 
ject matter of Industrial dispute within the meaning of Sec. 2fk) 
of the T.D. Act, 1947. Therefore the Central Government was 
not competent to make a reference regarding the abolition 
of the post of Special Assistant at Ghat Road branch at 
Nagpur. 


6, On merits, the claim has been resisted on the pleadings 
that the business at Ghat Road branch at Nagpur was deplet- 
ing and therefore it was decided that it will not be profitable 
to continue the post of Special Assistant at the Branch. The 
decision was taken in December, 1976. The decision was 
without any malaflde and was not with an intention to effect 
a transfer of Shri Vaidya from Naemir. Further more, a 
notice under Sec. 9A of Industrial Disputes Act wa, also not 
necessary for the abolition of a post of Special Assistant at

Ghat Road Branch, because a notice under See, 9A is neces- 
sary only when there is a change in (he service conditions in 
respect of items specified in Schedule IV and the abolition 
of post carrying special allowance is not detailed in the Sched- 
ule. 

As regards the transfer, the pica of the management is, 
that because of the abolition of the post of Special Assistant 
at Ghat Road branch, it became necessary to transfer the 
workman to a branch where his services could be utilised as 
a Special Assistant. The immediate vacancy of special a? sit. 
not being available at Nagpur and being available at Rashim, 
the workman was transferred to Rashim Branch. Consequently, 
he was relieved from Ghat Road branch on 15-1-1977. But 
the workman instead of joining the Rashim branch submitted 
representations lo the management, inter alia, that on account 
of ill health he cannot report for duties at Rashim. The 
management consulted the authorised Doctor of the Bank who 
was authorised according to para 450(3) of the Saslry Award 
and para 11.20 of the Desai Award. Tnc authorised Doctor 
had found that the workman was fit to report for duty at 
Rashim. The said opinion of the doctor was accepted by the 
management and communicated to the workman. Still the 
workman continued to absent himself from duty at Rashim, 
By his letter dated 15-4-1977 he requested that he be posted at 
Akola branch. The management considered the application 
of the workman sympathetically and promptly acceding to 
the request of the workman transferred him tio Akola. There- 
fore the dispute, if any, about the transfer of Shrl Vaidva 
to Rashim branch Nagpur came to an end because at the 
request of the w rkman himself the management posted him 
at a place of his choice i.e. Akola. As the workman was 
posted at Akola at his own request made by letter dated 
15-4-1977 he is now estopped from raising any dispute as 
regards his transfer, 

7. The management has further averred that although para 
535 of the Sastry Award provides for a notice of five clear 
working days whenever transfer of the Union office bearer 
is contemplated. But in the same para there is a provision 
that in special circumstances such a notice is not necessary. 

In the instant case, the abolition of the nost of Special 
Assitt. at Ghat Road branch was a special case and therefore 
a notice of five days was not given. It has also been contend- 
ed that para 535 of the Snstri Award is attracted only wh~n 
a transfer is in the ordinary course of business of Bank and 
it has no application in case of a transfer arising out of 
creation or abolition of the post. As such, the management 
has not violated the provisions of nara 535 of the Sastry 
Award, ft has, therefore, been submitted that the reference 
may be dismissed in limine. 

S, by wav of rciolniier, the Union has averred that the 
so called Promotion policy not binding on the workman 
so far as it is repugnant to the provisions of Sastry Award 
The post of Special Assistant has been abolished at Ghat 
Road onlv in name’s sake, but actually an officer of the Bank 
in the officers’ grade has been posted nt Ghat Road Branch 
As regards the medical oninion, the Union has averred th”t 
the Doctor has never examined Shri Vaidva. therefore h's 
opinion about Shri Vaidya’s fBness to join Rashim branch 
is not genuine. 

9. The Union h’s examined Shri G. T Sntokar. Generu'i 
Secretary of the Union and Shri Laxmnn Vaidva. the con- 
cerned workman, in support of its claim. Management has 
not examined any wiiness. 

10. From the evidence of I he Union witnesses it ha*; been 
borne out that at the rime of his transfer from Ghat Row 1 
Branch to P<*shim Branch. Miri V'i'dva was <he Vice Presi- 
dent of the Union Bank Staff Association Nnemr, The intima- 
tion of this fact was sent hv the Genera' Secretary of Tie 
Union to the Management of the Union Rank of India V'dc 
letter F.v. W/9 dated 27-4-1977 Earlier to flii". inBmntion 
of the office bearers, for the war 197b ws sent hv the Thaion 
Secretary to the management vide letter Fx. W/lf) dated 
1R-KM976. Tt E also not in disnnte hcfo'~ me lhat Rh'i 
Vaidva wn« transferred to Ghat R.aad Rranch as- ncr <wW 
dated 3-1-1977 and that Shri Vaidya made representation 
against h : s transfer to the Bank authorities vide his represen- 
tation dated 17-1-1977 stating therein (hat his health does not 
permit him to proceed to Rashim Branch ; and for the same 


reasons he had earlier refused promotions on two occasions. 
As such, Shri Vaidya wits an office bearer of ihc Unon when 
he was transferred from Ghat Road Branch to Rashim Branch 
and this fact was within Ihe knowledge of the management. 

11. In view of the above pleadings the liist point which 
falls for determination is, whether the action of the manage- 
ment was justified m transferring Shir Vaidya from Nagpur lo 
Rashim. 

The Bank has, defended its action on the ground lhat 
that para 535 of the Sastry Award is not applicable to the fac s 
of the present case as Shri Vaidya was translertcd from Nagpur 
due lo the abolilion of lh tt post of Special Assistant at Ghat 
Road Branch and no post of Special Assistant was available 
at Nagpur for Shri Y.iidyu. The abolition of post being a 
Special case a notice as required by para 535 of the Sastiy 
Award was not necessary before transferring Shri Vaidya to 
Rashim Branch. 

12. In view of the aforesaid contention of the management 
lot us examine the provision contained m para 535 of the 
Shastiy Award. Pam 535 of the Sastiy Awmd reads as 
under : — 

"535. Policy regarding transfers is a constant source of 
friction between the banks and th c workmen now 
organised into unions. The cry of victimization 
of office bearers and "activists" of 
trade unions is raised wherever such transfers are 
mooted. We hove found that such allegations are 
easily made but not so easily substantiated transfers 
are rendered necessary by the exigencies of adminis- 
tration. The proper view to take is that transfers 
are. normal incidents of the working of a hank 
and they must lie left to the discretion of iIiom' who 
guide the policy of the bank and manage it-i ailai s 
It is possible that the discretion may be abused and 
transfers effected on considerations other than the 
needs of administration. The percentage of transfers 
ns shown by the figures furnished by some of the 
banks in the course of arguments leads us to (ihe 
conclusion that (he question of transfer, even as 
it is, affects only a very small number nf persons. 
This is conceded by the workmen also. Still wherever 
an activist of the trade union movement, as yet in 
its formative stage and liable to he crippled easilv, 
is transferred a suspicion naturally arises that it is 
inspired bv ulterior motives and the consequence 
thereof mav be an industrial dispute. In order that 
such suspicions may be avoided as far as possible 
we. adopting the Sen award in this respect, give the 
following directions : — 

ill Every registered bank employees’ Union, from 
time to time, shall furnish the bank with the names 
of 'he President, Vice President und the Secret- 
aries of the union : 

(2) Fxcept in very special cases, whenever the trans- 

fer of any of the above mentioned office bearers 
is contemplated, at least five clear working dayF 1 
notice should be put up on the notice boards of 
the bank of such contemplated action ; 

(3) \nv representations, written or oral, made by the 
union shall be considered by the bank ; 

(41 If any order of transfer is ultimately made, a 
record shall be made by the bonk of such represen- 
tations and the bank's reasons for regarding them 
as inadequate ; and 

(5) The decision shall be, communicated to the union 
as well as the employee concerned. 

Sub-para (2) of para 535 of the Sastry Award clearly lays 
down that whenever a transfer of any of the office bearers 
of the Union is contempated, at lens: five clear working 
days’ notice should be put on the police board of the Bank 
of such contemplated action. This provision has been included 
In the award for giving an importunity to the workman 
concerned or the union to make a written or oral submission 
against the action so contemplated and ihe Bank has to take 
that representation into consideration while making an order 
of transfer and has also to record the reasons for rejecting 
the representation. 
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13. As such, para 535 of lhe Sastry Award makes it 
obligatory on the Bank to give a notice of 5 clear working 
days of the intended transfer of an olhee bearer of the Union 
before actually tiansfem'ng that workman and the manage- 
ment is also expected to apply its mind while taking a 
decision about the transfer to the representation made by 
workman or union and to record the seasons for i ejecting the 
representation, 


This provision of the Sastiy Awaid, may not be followed 
by the Bank in very special rases. But the Bank should, in 
such cases, show that the circumstances weic such that the 
Bank could not wail for five days lor passing the transfer 
order and an immediate order of transfer was necessary in the 
inteiest of the proper functioning of the administration of the 
Bank or that in the event of delay of five days in transfer! - 
ing an employee, the Bank shall undergo some irreparable 
loss. Sastry Award has cho,en the words “veiy special ca-es" 
which mean that ordinarily even in special case a transfer of 
a union office bearer cannot be effected without giving the 
union or the workman an opportunity to pul a iepi escala- 
tion and that opportunity should be of a clear live vvoiking 
days. 

14. Jt has been argued on behalf of the Bank that the 
abolition of the post of special iisslt. ' w is a special * ire uni - 
stance. According lo tile pleadings of the Bank itself it is 
clear that the business at Ghal Road Blanch, Nagpur was 
depleling for a period of lime and in \i:w of the i eduction of 
work at the Ghat Road Branch the Bank, decided lo abolish 
the posl of Special Assistant around December. 1976. If 
the circumstances made it necessary to implement the deci- 
sion of !he Bank immediately and as a result of such abolition 
the transfer of Shri Vaidya from Ghat Road Branch to some 
other s f ation was necessary, a notice as required by para 535 
of the Sastry Awurd could have been given in the month of 
December itself and then an order of transfer could have been 
passed after considering the representation, if any. The 
Bank although took a decision to abolish the posl of Special 
Assistant in Ghat Road Branch in December 1976, still did 
not give a notice of its intention to transfer Shri Vaidya from 
Nagpur till 3-1-1977, and all of a sudden transferred Shri 
Vaidya in flagrant breach of the provision contained in para 
535 of the Sustry Award. As such, it cannot be said that 
abolition of the post of Special Assistant at Ghat Road branch 
was a very special case and therefore no notice of the action 
contemplated by the management was necessary. 

15. It has further been nigued on behalf of the Bank that 
a s no posl of Special Assistant is available at Nagpur Shri 
Vaidya cannot be posted at Nagpur. 


It is undisputed before me that Shri Vaidya, in his repre. dil- 
ation, bad clearly requested that he may be reverted back io 
his substantive post in case of the non-availability of the post 
of Speciul Assistant at Nagpur, The representation is dated 
28-7-1977. According to para 5.9 of the Bipartite Settlement 
of 1966 a recipient of special allowance can make a icqurst 
to give up the woik an. I duties which entitle him to the 
Special Allowance and if his request is granted he shall cease 
to draw (he special allowance. The Bank could have con- 
sidered this request even after the passing of the transfer 
order and could have posted him at Nagpur after reverting 
him hack to (he substantive post of the Head Clerk. But 
the Bank did not accede to this request of the workman ako. 
Had the Bank followed the procedure contained in nara 53 5 
of the Sastry Award it could have an opportunity of 
considering the request of Shti Vaidva for posting at Nagpur 
even after reversion to his substantive post and could have 
arrived at a decision whether the transfer of Shri Vaidya 
Jo some other station fiom Nagpur should be made or tint. 
The Bank however did no 1 give such an opportunity to the 
workman vvhi> effecting the transfer. Theref ve, in all fair- 
ness, it could have sympathetically considered the roque-t of 
the workman made after lh» transfer m, the form nf rcn csen- 
tation ns dismissed above. The management however rejected 
the representation of Shri Vaidva, without asking (he work- 
man to ret hum-elf examined by the authorised doctor of 
J™. a/T" - ’ wdbnut assigning nnv reasons as to why 
Shn Vaidva could not be posted at Nagpur even on l eversion 
fo his substantive po c t. 
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Before the Tribunal also, the Management has not averred 
that the post of Head Clerk is not available ut Nagpur in 
any of its branches. Therefore the contention of the manage- 
ment of non availability of a post for Shri Vaidya at Nagpur 
is al'o untenable. 


16. Now we have to examine the justifiability of the 
abolition of the post of special Asstt. at Ghat Road Branch 
at Nagpur, The Union has very strenuously contended that 
the management has contravened the provisions of Section 
9A of the Industrial Disputes Act, in abolishing the post of 
Special Assistant without giving a notice to the workman 
of the change in the condition of his service, 


In my view, the contention of the Union of this point is 
without any force. According to para 8.2 of Lhe Promotion 
t'olicy of the Bank, which has been carved out as a result 
of an understanding between tbe All India Employees Federa- 
tion and the Union Bank of India dated 22nd April, 1975 ; 
(he creation or abolition of the posl carrying special allowance 
and for filling tip vacancies in such posl is within the disete- 
tion of the management. The management was thcicfore, 
empowered to abolish the post of Special Assistant carrying 
a special allowance Further, by abolishing the post of special 
Assistant at Ghat Road Brunch the management did not 
change the service conditions of Shri Vaidya. It was not the 
condition of the service of Shri Vaidya, (hat all through hi s 
service tenure as a Special Assistant, he shall be entitled to 
work at Ghal Road Branch only. As a result of the abolition 
of the post of Special Assistant at Ghat Road Branch Shri 
Vaidya was not reduced in rank. He was transferred to the 
post of Special Assistant at Rashim Branch. Therefore a 
notice under Sec. 9A of the I.D, Act was not necessary even 
if Section 9A of the Industrial Disputes Act applied in the 
case of abolition of a post by the management. 


17. Furthermore, in the instant case, See. 9A of the 
Industrial Disputes Act is not applicable. It is applicable 
only when a change in service condition is brought about 
in respect of the items specified in the Fourth Schedule to the 
Industrial Disputes Act. None of the items of the Fourth 
Schedule says that the creation or abolition of a post carry- 
ing special allowance requires a police of change under Sec. 9A 
of the Industrial Disputes Act. Therefore the action of the 
management in abolishing the post of Special Asstt, at Ghat 
Road cannot be held to be illegal for contraven- 
tion of Sec. 9A of the Industrial Disputes Act. 


18. The management has raised a pica of c-rtoppel. Accord- 
ing to it, Shri Vaidya had made a request to post him to 
Akola and he has accordingly been transferred. Therefore, 
he should be deemed to have ubondoned his claim for posting 
at Nagpur. Tit is argument of the management cannot be 
accepted for the simple reason that all through, Shri Vaidya 
had been requesting the management lo post him at Nagpur. 
His request for his transfer lo Akola was only an alternative 
prayer, in case he could nol be posted al Nagpur. Such nn 
alternative prayer cannot be construed to mean that Shri 
Vaidya has abondoned his claim for posting at Nagpur, 

19. In the result it is held that the action of the manage- 
ment of Union Bank of India iti abolishing the post of 
Special Assistant of Ghat Road branch Nagpur was within 
the powers of lhe management and as such cannot be held to 
be unjustified. But transferring Shri Vaidya from Nagpur 
to Rashim was not justified, being in contravention of the 
provisions of the Sastry Award. The workman Shri Vaidya 
is therefore entitled to be posted at Nagpur on the post of 
Special Assistant, if it ; s available at apy of the branches at 
Nagpur.

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AWARD 

The instant reference has come to this Tribunal by virtue 
of the Order No. L-32012O3 ) /76-D.IVA dated 26th August, 
1977 cl the Central Government under Section It) of the 
Indusrr.al Disputes Act, 1947 for getting an adjudication on 
the following dispute : 

‘ Whether the management in relation to the Calcutta 
Port Trust, Calcutta are justified in imposing the 
punishment mentioned in their letter No. LO/C/85/ 
WL/7867 dated the 11th May, 1976 on Shri Ram 
Nandail Giri, Store Khalasi, Chief Mechanical 
E ngineer’s Department 7 If not, to what relief is 
the concerned workman entitled 7" 

2, The case in the written statement of the workmen repre- 
sented by the National Union of Waterfront Workers, here- 
inafter referred to as the “Union”, in short, is that Ram 
Nnndan Giri, the concerned workman is a Store Khalasi at 
the Crane Repairing yard, He was elected delegate from the 
union. He was transferred to the Crane Repairing yard from 
Hydraulic Pumping Station, Kidderpore Docks, This transfer 
was mala tide. Ram Nnndan Giri moved against the transfer 
and, therefore, the Engineer-ln-charge A. N. Roy was very 
much annoyed with him and was trying to put him into diffi- 
culties. The Engineer-in-charge with the intention to trap 
Ram Nnndan Giri invited him to come to his office on 
18-10 75 for a discussion about the 20 point programme of 
the Prime Minister and when he came to the office of Ihe 
Engincer-in -charge, a false case of trespass, abuse, etc. was 
set up. The said charges were baseless. An enquiry was held. 
The Enquiry Officer was biased. He did not examine A. N. 
Rov but accepted his written statement. The Enquiry Officer 
acted as both Prorecuting Officer and Enquiry Officer. The 
Enquiry was initially illegal and bad. The finding of the 
Enquiry Officer was not based upon proper evidence. The 
punishment meted out to Ram Nandan was untenable and 
illegal. In fact, the allegations made in the chargeshcct 

against Rrnn Nandan liav c been denied and the enquiry held 

against him has also been challenged as improper. The case 

of the union is that it is a case of victimisation. 

3 The case of the Calcutta Port Trust, hereinafter refer- 
red to as the “Port Trust”, to be brief, is that it was alleged 
that on 18-10-75 at about 3.30 P.M. Ram Nandan Giri tres- 
passed into the office of Engineer-in-charge, Hydi illHc Pump- 
ing Station and abused the Engineer-in-chargc in filthy 
language in ficnt of others though Ram Nandan was off his 
duty at that time. On the particulars of these allegations a 
chargesheet was served upon Giri and an enquiry was held. 
Ram Nandan Giri war placed under suspension during Ihe 
enquiry. The enquiry was held according to law giving all 
opportunities to the delinquent and there whs no defect in 
the matter of enquiry as alleged by the union. The domestic 
enquiry was conducted legally and a report was submitted 
which was examined hy the Chief Mechanical Engineer, the 
Punishing authority who went through the proceedings of 
the enquiry and accented the findings of guilt arrived at by 
the Enquiry Officer. He inflicted punishment on Ram Nandan 
Giri saying that his pay should be reduced by two stages for 
a period of two years without affecting his future grade in- 
crements, that he should be warned and that the period of 
his suspension was to be treated as on suspension. Ram 
Nandan Giri was assisted at the enquiry by his chosen man 
Hnd he got all opportunities for his defence. There was no 
bias on the part of the Enquiry Officer or anybody tlse. It 
is stated that the actior of the Port Trust wa^ bona fide and 
according to law' and the workman concerned can get no 
relief. 

4. When the case was taken up for hearing both the parties 
agreed that they would adduce evidence both regarding 
validity of the enquiry as w'ell as on merits. There was. 
therefore, no occasion for hearing on preliminary point 
regarding the validity of the enquiry alone. Several docu- 
ments have been exhibited on both sides. Both the parties 
examined witnesses regarding validity of the enquiry as well 
as the merits about allegations in the chargesheet. Mr. D. 
K. Mlikheijce. Labour Officer appeared for the management 
of the Port Trust and Mr. Santosh Kar, Secretary of the 
Union appealed on behalf of the workmen. 

5. The fiist question that arises for my consideration is 
whether domestic enquiry held against the delinquent Ram 
Nandan Gin was proper and valid. The union's case is 
that the enquiry was not based upon the principles of natural 


justice, that the Enquiry Officer acted as both Prosecuting 
Officer on behalf id the impingement of the Port [Tusl and 
Lhc Enquiry Officer, thru, he was biased from trie start and 
tha Ram Nandan Giri did nor get proper and reasonable 
opportunity for his defence, ft has also been alleged that 
the enquiry has not been conducted according to proper and 
bona fide procedure. On the other hand. Mr. Mllkhet'jee tor 
the Port Trust has contended that there was no bias in the 
present case and that the Fnauiry Officer acted properly 
giving sufficient opportunity to Ram Nandan fur his defence 
particularly when he was assisted by the Secretary of the 
Union before the I.nquiiy Officer. 

6. 1 shall now deal v.ith the evidence regarding the manner 
in which the domestic enquiry was held by Ihe Enquiry 
Officer. The memorandum of charge served upon Ram 
Nandan Giri contains the allegations in the following 
manner : 

“That the said Ram Nandan Giri trespassed inro the 
office of Enginecr-in-charge, Hyd, Pumping Station, 
Docks on 18-10-75 at about 15.30 hours and 
abused him in the filthy language In front of others 
though he was off from duty from 12.15 hours 
from Crane Repairing yard on the same day.' 

The charge was framed in the following words : 

‘That the said Sri Ram Nandan Giri is charged with 
misconduct inasmuch as he entered the office of 
Engineer-in-charge, Hyd, Pumping Station, Docks 
at about 15.30 hours on 18-10-75 and abused him 
in filthy language in presence of others though lie 
was olt from duty from 12.15 hours on the same 
clay lrom Ciar.e Repairing yard. 

This action on the part of Sri Ram Nandan Giri 
amounts to gross insubordination and breach of 
official discipline and decorum.” 

On the above charge and allegation the delinquent was 
asked to submit a written statement of his defence. 

7. Ram Nandan Giri submitted a written explanation 
dated 26-11-75 stating that he denied the allegations made 
against him. that he neither used any filthy language to nor 
abused the Engineer-in-chargc on 18-10-75. that he being a 
delegate of a recognised union had gone to the work site 
and that he had gene to consult the Enginecr-in-charge, that 
the Engineer-in-charge became furious and starred abusing 
the delinquent, that R N. Basu and P. N. Mondal, third 
and second engineers respectively and also one ‘Dandabat 
started abusing Ram Nandan taking the side of the Engineer- 
in-charge, that A. N. Roy the Engineer-in-chargc gave 
threats of victimising Ram Nandan and of teaching him a 
goou lesson and that the names of the witnesses would be 
submitted during the course of enquiry. 

8. Lei me now consider the evidence of the Enquiry 

Officer. He is Mff-1 Sunit Kumar Nandy. Eronr his evi- 
dence we get that he started the domestic enquiry against 
Ram Nandan on 7-2-76. Ram Nandan was present being 
defended by the Secretary of the Union. The records of the 
enquiry has been collectively marked Ext. M-6a. On different 
dates he examined witnesses at the enquiry. After enquiiy 
he prepared his decision and the copy of that has been 
marked Ext. M-5. The Enquiry Officer found Ram Nandan 
guilty of the churge. Wc also get from MW-I that on peru- 
sal of the records of the enquiry and the finding of the 
Enquiry Officer, the Chief Mechanical Engineer W'ho was 
the disciplinary authority passed the order of penalty. The 
order passed has been marked Ext. M-6b. We also get that 
after the examination of the witnesses the Secretary of the 
Union submitted a written argument on behalf of Rani 
Nandan. The Enquiry Officer went through the argument 
and then gave his decision. The Fnauiry Officer has stated 
that he treated A. N. Roy as complainant against Ram 

Nandan hut not m a wilne s on behalf of the management. 

Admittedly A. N. Roy was the Engineer-in-charge and he 
submitted a written complaint against Ram Nandan milking 
the charge allegations. That complaint has been marked 
E it, M 11. The witness further ‘avs that A. N. Rov gave 

evidence at the enquiry partly from his complaint and 

partlv from his mind. Elc did not sunplv any copy of the 
complaint eiLhcr to Ram Nandan or to the Secretary of the 
Crnion, Of course, he has stated that no objection was raised 
regarding the rending of the compliant by A. N. Roy. From 
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this witness we also get that there was no Prosecuting ur 
Presentation Ollieer on hehalt of the management at the 
time ot enquiry to examine the witnesses against the delin- 
quent. He has admitted trail he examined the witnesses on the 
side of the prosecution and cross-examined the defence wit 
ness. The Enquiry Officer does not know whether theie are 
Standing Orders of the Port 'trust. He is not aware of any 
definition of misconduct, but according to him someth, ng 
which is not proper is misconduct according to 
the Enquiry Officer insubordination means not carrying out 
lawful orders or directions and trespass means to enter. The 
Enquiry Officer did not ask the management to engage any 
Presentation Officer foi examining the witnesses on behalf 
of the management. For coming to hi, findings he did not 
rely on any rule. He has made a strange statement during 
cross-examination. He has staled that when prosecution 
witness did not mention about the economic discussion, he 
disbelieved the statement of the defence witness as he refer- 
red to 20-paint economic programme. We also get from the 
Enquiry Officer that on the first day of heating at the 
enquiry, no witness on behalf of the management against 
the delinquent was present. Ram Nandan was, however, 
present along with his defence counsel meaning the Secretary 
ot the union. On that day the Enquiry Officer explained the 
chargeshect to Giri and thereafter he put several questions 
to Giri about the alleged guilt of the delinquent. The witness 
wanted to say that he put the questions not hy wav of 
eross-exuniina'ion but he wanted to know the facts concern- 
ing the charge allegations, and that is why he examined Ram 
Nandan. 1 have gone through the questions put by the 
Hnquirv Officer to the delinquent and 1 find that they were 
in the nature of sharp cross-examination in order discredit 
him and to put him to embarrassment and this was done 
before the examination of any witness againvt him. In 
answer to my question the Enquiry Officer has clearly stated 
that in this case he examined the witness of the management 
as if he was the Presentation Officer and this was done on 
behalf of the management. Of course, it struck him that the 
Enquiry Officer should not take the role of a Prosecuting 
Officer. The Enquiry Officer has fairly conceded in evidence 
that he should not have examined the prosecution witnesses 
when he was the Enquiry Officer acting as Judge. Th,- En- 
quiry Officer thought that A, N. Roy was the most im- 
portant witness to the occurrence hut did not use him as wit-/ 
ness on the ground that he was complainant. This is some- 
thing queer and astorrhing. He had admitted that he did 
not consult any rules of discipline of the Port Trust while 
coming to hts findings. The rules will appear in Ext. M-12. 
The Enquiry Officer has stated that as it was a fact finding 
enquiry, he did not follow any prescribed procedure and, 
of course, he is not aware of any prescribed mode of en- 
quiry as he admits himself 

9. In the above paragraph I have discussed the evidence 
of the Enquiry Officer and it will appear clearly that the 
enquiry was a faicc. Before examination of any witness on 
the side of the management to prove the charges against the 
delinquent, the Enquiry Officer himself started cross-exa- 
mining Ram Nandan as if to extort some answers which 
would go against him and to prove that the statement of the 
delinquent was false. Resides that, the Enquiry Officer has 
himself stated' that he disbelieved the defence witness simply 
becau'c the witnesses on the side of the management did not 
mention the story of 20 point economic programme. It may 
be stated that the case of Ram Nandan Giri was that he 
went to the chamber of the Enginccr-in-chargc to di-cuss on 
the 20-point economic programme. Without ascertaining 
whether the management’s witnesses were speaking the I ruth 
and whether there was corroborative evidence to support the 
management’s case, the Enquiry Officer jumped to the con- 
clusion of guilt of the delinquent 'imply because the pro- 
secution witness?,: did not speak about the 20-point econo- 
mic programme. This sort of finding of the Enquiry Officer 
is unacceptable. The reasoning is ntrverse. The Enquiiy 
Officei could have asked the delinquent to ascertain the 1 ) 
answer as to the charge framed .again t him and then after 
examination of the witnesses ueainst the delinquent it was 
for him to ask for defence witnesses to be examined. In mv 
view, in the present case Ram Nandan Giri did not get 
proper cpportnnitv for defence at the enquiry and that the 
Enquiry Officer acted ns the Prosecuting Officer as well as 
the rnquirv Officer which is highly objectionable. The storv 
of bias set up by the union is very natural It aoncars further 
that the Enquiry Officer had no id'-a about the disciplinary 
rules of Port Tuist and the said rules arc cssenlia'ly to be 


followed in domestic enquiry. The procedure adopted by the 
Enquiiy Officer is, tlieicfore, highly objectionable. There was 
miscarriage of justice. The findings arrived at by him and 
the way in which he assessed the evidence are highly ccn- 
dcmnuble. Proper finding could not have been arrived at in 
the manner as indicated. The entire evidence and the facts 
anil circumstances have not been looked into in proper 
perspective. I, therefore, hold without, any further comment 
that the enquiry was improper and illegal and consequently 
the findings of the Enquiry Officer were had and illegal. 


10. Having held that the domestic enquiry against the 
delinquent was improper and illegal, I now consider whether 
the allegations of misconduct charged against Ram Nandan 
Giri have been proved on the basis of the evidence adduced 
before this tribunal by the parties. The complainant 
Aniarenrfra Nath Roy, the engineer-in-charge of the Dock 
Engine House has beer, examined as MW-2, He has proved 
the complaint Ext. M-ll. From his evidence wc get that 
on 18-10-75 when lie was in his office chamber on duty at 
about 3.30 P.M. Ram Nandan suddently came inside his 
chamber and uttered some objectionable language to him. 
Ram Nandan first asked him why he did not answer to his 
letter. He staled that Amarendra Nath Roy had been gar- 
landed with shoes and asked whether he would have garland 
of shoes even then, He repeated saying that Amarendia Nath 
Roy was to wear that garland of shoes and other things 
which have been mentioned in details in his evidence. Rani 
Nandan threatened hint saying “Who w'ould now save you ?’’ 
He did congress polities and he knew Umashunl.ar Dikshit. 
He also demanded to Amarendra Nath Roy to know why 
the latter transferred the former and he went on shouting. 
Amarendra Nath Roy has stated that he remained comple- 
tely quiet and that time three persons were inside his 
chamber. They were R. N. Bose, P. N. Mondal and Basudcv 
Patra. That was a Saturday and as the Headquarters of 
Chief Mechanical Engineer was being closed and Sunday 
was a holiday, he sent the complaint on Monday to the 
Senior Mechanical Fngineer who was the immediate boss of 
A. N. Roy. From this witness we get that on that day Giri 
was oft his duty from 12.15 P.M. He was a Store Khalasi 
and his place of woik was at a distance of 10 to 12 
minutes’ walk from his chamber, He has been cross-examin- 
ed. MW 2 has admitted that an application of Rarn Nandan 
was received in his department on 20-10-75. A copy of the 
said application has been marked Ext, W-E A copy of the 
said opplication produced by the delinquent and admitted 
by him is marked Ext W-lu. This is a complaint made by 
Ram Nandan to the Chief Mechanical Engineer received at 
the department on 20-10-75 making allegations ugainst 
Mondal, second engineer of the Crane Repairing Yard 
stating that the said Mondal used bad language and behaved 
unmannerly with Giri as the latter did not salute him. A 
suggestion was made to this witness from the side of the 
delinquent that he set lip a concocted report, namely the 

complaint Ext. M-ll, on receipt of the complaint of Ram 

Nandan against Mondal, the second engineer. A further 
suggestion was given to .Amarendra Nath Rov that as Giri 

was able to pursu.ide the workers oF his department to 

follow his opinion, Amarendra Nath Roy concocted a false 
case tc take vcgeancc upon him for the alleged reason. Tt 
was also suggested that Amarendra Nath Roy fabricated the 
false report against Giri to support the second engineer. 
The evidence shows that Ram Nandan was transferred to 
th - Crime Repairing Yard from Dock Engine House but 
MW-2 Amarendra Nnlh Roy says in his evidence that 
it was not an actual order of transfer but an order for 
placing him from one point to another in the same section. 
According to him Crane Repairing Yard and Dock Engine 
House arc in the same section. This placing, the witness 
xovs, was done according to the order of the superior 
officer, namely the Senior Executive Engineer. The next 
witness is MW-3 R. N. Bose referred to by MW-2 in his 
evidence rs prerent at the time of occurrence. R. N. Bo.sc 
has staled that on ES-10-75 at about 3.30 P.M. be was on 
dutv in his office al the Dock Engine House along with 
V N. Mondal, A. N, Roy and Basudcv Patra. The witness 
has slated that Giri came and asked A. N. Roy why he was 
not answering his letter. Girl then stated that A. N. Roy 
had been garlanded with shoes at Calcutta Tetty and he 
also stated that he was a political worker and knew Lima 
. Su’ikar Dikshit and also asked A. N. Roy to come out and 
he would show him and there was some hnichai. During 
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cross-examination the witness has stated that Giri was out- 
side the loom and he made the statements already mentioned 
by him besides other words uttered by him, He has denied 
the suggestion that he has given tutored evidence. The last 

witness On the side of the management is Jagannalh Moduk 

He has stated that on 18-10-75 at about 3.30 P.M. Ram 

Nandan Giri entered into the loom of A. N. Roy and 

began shouting why he was transferred to Ganghar meaning 
Crane Repairing Section. He was also demanding answer 
and was asking A. N. Roy why he was not answering. The 
witness stated that he does not remember any other words 
uttered by Giri as it was an incident of long ago. At that 
time he was in the room just contiguous to the room in 
which A. N, Roy was sitting and Giri had entered. In 
between (he two rooms there was a thin partition. 

11. As against the evidence on the side of the manage- 
ment os mentioned above, Ram Nandan examined himself 
as WW-1. His evidence is that on 18 10 75 after his duly 
hour was over, he had been to the Engine House, K., P. 
Docks at about 3 P.M. According to him A. N. Rov had 
made an appointment with him and as per that appoint- 
ment he went to him. He asked A. N. Roy to allow 10 
minutes for the workers to join duty after 7.30 A.M. 
According to hint A, N. Roy told him that he could not 
decide on that point but he would ask his supeiior ollicers 
and then he would communicate their decision, lie has 
further stated that on that very day at about 11 A.M. P. N. 
Mondal told him why he did not salute him and he asked 
Giri to clear out of his office and abused him in English 
which lie could not follow. He, therefore, made a complaint 
against Mondal. He savs he is a member of the Executive 
Cent mil tee of the union. During cross-examination he has 
stated that A. N. Roy was engineer-in-charge of Engine 
House. He has denied the suggestion that P. N. Mondal 
did not abu-v him as alleged or that he did not go to 
A. N. Roy's office al 3 P.M. in connection with any pre- 
vious engagement as stated by Giri. The witness has stated 
fuiihui that in reply to the chargesheet he stated that he 
was abused by Mondal and that he went to A. N. Roy with 
previous appointment. This was in reply to a question in 
cross-examination for the purpose of showing that the case 
of Giri was quite different from the story when chargesheet 
was served upon hint. One defence witness has been exa- 
mined on the side of Giri. He is WW-2 Haranath Das. He 
has slated that on 18-10-75 he was on leave and on that 
very day he was made unfit medically and he came to the 
office to make a note of it. At that, time he 
saw altercation between Ram Nandan and A. N. 
Roy in the room of the later. The witness was standing 
on the verandah. Giri was complaining to A. N. Roy 
that he was insulted bv P. N. Mondal and asked A, N. Roy 
to take some steps A. N. Roy according to *Jhe witness 
asked Giri to submit a written report otherwise he was 
unable to do anything. Giri was lo have discussion on 20- 
point formula made out by Prime Minister but! A. N. Roy 
refused to have any discussion. The witness then says that 
Giri at that time was standing on the Verandah. During 
cross-examination he has statfed that he was in 1975 in 
Dock Engine House and towards the end of the year he was 
transferred to Calcutta Jettv, Tn examination-in-chief he 
stated that A. N. Roy threatened him that if he gave evidence 
in favour of Giri he would be transferred. He has stated 
that he was transferred after his giving evidence before the 
Enquiry officer. But in fact the witness was transferred ear- 
lier towards the end of 1975 when there was no enquiry as 
alleged bv him. At one time he stated that he was made 
until al the [Dock hospilal in the morning of 18-10-75 and 
thereafter he stated that he was made unfit in the afternoon. 
Again if he was made unfit in the morning there, could be 
no occasion for him for 1 making a note of it at 3.30 P.M. 
after so long a lime although the Dock hosnilal was only at 
a distance of 100 yards from the F.ngine House. The evi- 
dence of WW-2 is most unreliable on the very face of it. 
I thoroughly reject the evidence of Rim Nandan Giri and 
hi? witness WW-2. 


12. [ have considered not: onlv the evidence of all 
witnesses examined before me but also their demeanour. 7 
manner in which A. N. Roy gave his evidence is very straic 
forward and 1 find no reason to disbelieve his statement 
has given the details of the litterings of Ram Nandan C 
made to him. That! will appear in the complaint which i 
made al the curliest opportunity after (he occurrence 
there is every reason lo remember the utterances as they w 
very much insulting particularly when used by a suboidir 


worker under him. MW-3 has substantially corroborated the 
evidence of MW-2 to prove the fact that R.un Nandan Giri 

came inside the room where P. N. Mondal, A. N. Roy 

and Basudev Patra along with witness himself were on 
duty, h has been proven without any doubt that without 
ryhme or reason, or any provocation from the side of 
A. N. Roy, Giri entered into his office room and shouted 
and stated that A. N. Roy had been garlanded with shoes 
at Calcutta Jetfly. Giri was also threatening hint. There was 
some haichai due to the action on the part of Giri. MW-4 
.lagannith Modal-' has also supported to say that Grn entered 
into the room of A. N. Roy at about 3.30 P. M. on 18-10-75 
and shouted. This witness docs not say anything about the 

wearing of garland or shoes by A. N. Roy etc. He has 

clearly stated that he docs not remember all Lire words 
uttered by Ram Nandan Giri as itl was an incident of long 
past. He gave evidence in the month of August, 1980 whereas 
rbc occurrence took place in October 1975 about 5 years ago. 
The witnesses MWs 3 ami 4 may not remember the detail? of 
the happenings bu,tl MW A. N, Roy against whom abussive 
language was used by Giri has stated the facts . n details and 
it is natural for him to remember because it was he who 
was insulted and was hit by the behaviour of Ram Nandan 
Giri, a subordinate in presence of several officers. I thorough- 
ly acceptl the evidence of complainant A. N. Roy regarding 
the incident and he has been corroborated substantially by 
MWs 3 and 4 particularly In the matter of entrance into the 
office room by Giri and his shouting and saying tint A. N. 
Roy had been garlanded wilih shoes previously. 

13. On the other hand, regarding the evidence of Ram 
Nadan Giri I must say that it is utterly unacceptable, Jn 
Ibis connexion the evidence shows that a complaint in writ- 
ing was sent to the Chief Mechanical Engineer stat- 
ing that on 18-10-7? rt II A.M. Giri was insulted by Mondal. 
the Second Engineer as Giri did not, salute him. This is 
Ext. W-la, as l have already stated. Thereafter in reply 
to (he chargesheet Rum Nandan Giri took the following 
giounrls of defence : 

;i) the allegations made in the chargesheet are denied ; 

(ii) the defendant aid not use an/ filthy 'anguage or 
abuse against Enginecr-in-ehargc on 18-10-75; 

(in) Gin as a delegate of the union went to the work 
site and v/hen Engineer-in-charge appeared before 
him Giri did not give him salute and as a result 
thereof Engineer- in-chargc became furious and abus- 
ed him and in this connection he referred itlo his 
complaint, Ext. W-la ; 

(iv) R. N. Bose, P. N. Mondal and Dandabat also start- 
ed abusing him taking the side of Enginccr-in-charge; 

(v) Engineer-in-charge gave a threat of victimisation of 
Ram Nandan Giri. 

Clearly, therefore, as against the charge on the basis of 
the complaint of A. N, Roy, his reply was that as he did 
, not salute A. N. Roy, the Engineer-in-charge, he became 
furious and started abusing him. When A. N. Roy deposed 
before this Tribunal no such suggestion was made to him. 
j On the other hand, it was suggested that as Mondal abused 
. Giri and as Giri filed a complaint against Mondal, A. N, 
Roy started a false case. At the- time of hearing before me 
it was argued on the side of Giri that at the appointment 
made by A. N. Roy with Giri, the latter had been to his 
room. Giri wanted to say that but in reply to the charge- 
sheet as already staled there was no such case of appointment 
made by A. N. Roy with him, Neither was there any story 
of discussion aboull 20-point economic programme of the 
then Prime Minister. There was no suggestion at all during 
the hearing before me that A. N. Roy misbehaved with 
Ram Nandan. There can be no occasion, therefore, for 
A. N. Roy to set up a false story against Ram Nandan 
Giri. Tho suggestion that A. N, Roy fabricated the case 
because Ram Nundan Giri complained against P. N. Mondal 
is utterly unacceptable. Ram Nandan Giri bimself admitted 
(hat lie had been into the mom of A. N. Roy at about 3 P.M. 
hut iti was according to him on an appointment. The presence 
of Ram Nandan Giri in the room of A. N. Roy at about 3.30 
P.M. has not onlv been moved by the direct evidence adduced 
on the side of the management but has also been indirectly 
corroborated by the defence evidence. However, I am 
satisfied from the evidence on record that on 18-10-75 at 
about 3.30 P.M. while A. N. Roy was on duty i ;l ]ff s loom at 
Kidderpore Dock, Ram Nandan Giri uncalled for and 
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without any reasonable ground entered into that room, shout- 
ed, used lllthy language, threatened A. N. Roy and in 
presence of other olliceis like R. N, Bose, Basudcv l-alia 
;md P. N, Mondal insulted him spying that A. N. Roy hr,d 
been garlanded with shoes previously. Giri did all these 
things when he was off his duty, - The way in which he 
has, behaved with A. N. Roy as stated in presence of other 
officers was certainly a breach of office discipline and decorum 
amounting to misconduct, Admittedly there are no Standing 
Orders of the Port Trust but there is one booklet called the 
Calcutta Port Commissioners’ Employees ("Discipline and 
Appeal) Rules, 1964. This has been marked Ext. M-12. 
At page 6 of the said rules there is Rule 9 in pail V. headed 
as “Discipline", It speaks ahont the nature of penalties but 
there is no provision in these rules containing definition of 
misconduct) In absence of Standing Orders we have to fall 
back upon the Model Standing Orders in respect of the 
industrial establishments not being industrial establishments 
in coal mines appearing in Schedule T of the Industrial Em- 
ployment (Standing Orders) Central Rules, 1946, In Rule 
no.. 14 of the said Model Orders meant for disciplinary action 
for misconduct, we get in sub-rule (3) the acts and 
omissions which, shall be treated as misconduct. Clause (h) 
of sub-rule (3) of Rule no. 14 says that lit ions or disorderly 
behaviour during working hours at the establishment or any 
act subversive to discipline is (to be treated as misconduct, 
In the case before me I, threfoie, find that Ram Nandan Giri 
acted in a disorderly behaviour during working hours and 
committed an act subversive of office discipline by entering 
into the office chamber of A. N. Roy when he was on duty 
and by shouting and using abussjve, filthy and insultling 
language towards A. N. Roy without any justification and 
provocation. 'This sort of behaviour on the pait of Ram 
Nandan Giri, a subordinate worker under A. N. Roy, 
Engineer-in-charge w;is highly objectionable and the same 
amounts to misconduct!. T thus hold that the charge allega- 
tion against Ram Nandan Giri has been proved and he is 
guilty of misconduct as already indicated, 

14. Regarding the punishment meted out against Ram 
Nandan Giri il has been argued by Mr. Kar that of the 
three penalties inflicted upon Ram Nandan Giri in the mesent 
case, the last two are without jurisdiction and tho first one 
is highly disproportionate and too harsh. In Ext. M-12 we 
get the provision of penalties under rule No. 9 of the Cal- 
cutta Port Commissioners’ Employees' (Discipline and Ap- 
peal) Rules, 1964. There has been an enumeration of diffe- 
rent kinds of penalties, Tn the present case Giri has been 
penalised in the following manner : 

(i) his pay should be reduced bv two stages for a period 
of two years without affecting his future grade in- 
crement. 

fii ) he should be warned, and 

(iii) the period of his suspension to be treated as on 
suspension. 

With regard to the last two penalties, namely, warning 
and suspension to be treated as penalty, I do not find any 
such provision in Rule 9 of tihe Discipline and Appeal Rules. 
The period of suspension during enauiry will take its own 
effect according to rules of the Port Trust but it cannot be 
a part of penalty in view of Rule 9 of the Disciplinary Roles 
of the Port Trust. Similarly, there is no provision for warn- 
ing as (penalty. Therefore, the last two penalties cannot 
stand. Regarding the first penalty about reduction of the 
pay of Ram Nandan it has been argued by Mr. Kar that 
Ram Nandan works for the union and that he should be 
leniently dealt wilh particularly when there is no rccoid 
of misconduct previous to this occurrence. It should be re- 
membered that the misconduct in the present case proved 
against him cannot be lightly tfaken, narticularlv when he 
says thalt he docs some union work. The facts of the present 
ca*c show that he not only acted in hi each of office discipline 
but also behaved with his superior officer in a most objection- 
able and ugly manner. It is notl expected of anv decent worker 
of a union to be Indlsclplined and uncourteous and rough 
to his superior officers. Giving my best consideration on the 
submissions of Mr. Kar for the workman, 1 deal with 
this case with some mercy and 1 believe this will be a lesson 
to Ram Nandan Giri for his future life. I propose to reduce 
the -penalty of reduction of his pay hv two stages foi a period 
of two years to the minimum penalty of ’Censure’ for his 
misconduct and 1 think this will be sufficient punishment of 
the delinquent for his misconduct. 


15. 1, therefore, find the guilt of Ram Nandan Giri 
in respect! of his misconduct on the charge allegation as 
already indicated proved and for such misconduct his 
penalty should be ‘Censure’ to be recorded in his Service 
Book for his misconduct thus reducing the first penalty. 
The other two penalties are void. The effect of suspension 
during enquiry will be according lo rules cf the 1’orl fnist. 
The penalty is thus modified. 

I thus pass my award.

AWARD 

This is a reference under S.10 of the I.D. Act, 1947. 
The Central Government by its notification No. L-20012i 
1 83177-D.IIKA 1 dated 31-12-77 had referred this dispute to 
the Central Government Industrial Tribunal (No. 3) Dhan- 
bad for adjudication on the following terms. 

SCHEDULE 

“Whether the action of the management of Topa col- 
liery of Central Coalfields Limited, Post olfice 
Kuju, District Hazaribagh in stopping Shri Dhannu, 
son of Shri Ratneshwar Pathak, Fitter Helper from 
work with effect from 5th October, 1976 is 
justified? If not to what relief is the said work- 
man entitled?" 

2. This reference whs originally received by the Cen- 
tral Government Industrial Tribunal (No. 3) Dhanbad and 
registered as Reference No, 1 of 1978. On transfer this 
reference was received in this Tribunal on 7-7-79 and 
'cgistered as Reference No. 92 of 1979. Thereafter the 
hearing has been concluded in this Tribunal, 

3, The facts leading to stoppage of work of the con- 
cerned workman has been brought out in detail in the writ- 
ten statement of the management. Topa colliery was taken 
over by the Central Government on 3 1-1-73 under the Coal 
Mines (Taking over of management) Ordinance, 1973. The 
ordinance was replaced by an Act and eventually the mine 
was nationalised with effect from 1-5-73 and vested in Coal 
Mines Authority Ltd. The mines have since vested in the 
Central Coalfields Limited which is a subsidiary of the 
holding company Coal Tndia Limited. This Tcp a colliery 
before take over was being worked through inclines besi- 
des quarries. Two of the inclines at the time of take over 
through which work was going on were 4|4A incline and 
6,6A incline. At the time of take over the method of work- 
ing was through contractors. After take over the Custodian 
allowed the contractors to deploy their men in the mines 
The management followed a process of screening of genuine 
workmen, 


4. One Dhannu Ganjhu son of Jitna Ganjhu of village 
Mangardhaha, P.O. Kuju P.S. Mandu District Hazaribagh 
was found to have worked for 4 days w.e.f. 7-2-73 at 
No. 4/4 A incline and a® such his name was entered in the Man 
Power list of that incline. In the Man Power list of 6]6A 
incline it was found that Dhannu Ganjhu son of Jitna 
Ganjhu of Mangardhaha, P.O. Kuju, P.S. Mandu, District 
Hazaribagh was purported to have been appointed on 
2-2-72 has worked for 2 days in that incline w.e.f. 7-2-73, 

6 days w.e.f. 21-2-73 and 5 days w.e.f, 21-3-73. Both ihesc 
lists were certified by the manager of the colliery. Accord- 
ing to the management’s case therefore the same person 
named Dhannu Ganjhu son of Jitna Ganjhu has worked 
in 4I4A incline as well as in 6|6A incline. This Dhannu 
Gnnjhu was screened in. But unfortunately due to inadVer- 
tance the above duplication of the same name in two screen- 
ing lists went un-noticed with the resull that the name of 
Dhannu Ganjhu was published in two places. While Dhannu 
Ganjhu in respect of incline No. 4/4A was SI. No. 342 in 
the list, the same Dhannu Ganjhu was found in 6|6A in- 
cline with SI, No. 432. The aforesaid serening was comple- 
ted sometime in May, 1973. Dhannu Ganjhu with SI. No. 
432 in the screening list of 6|6A incline who was designat- 
ed as hazri cooly was subsequently designated as category 
I mazdoor and he is still working in that colliery. The con- 
cerned workman Dhannu was found to be working under 
SI. No. 342 of 4/4 incline w.e.f. 5-1-74. 

5. According to the management sometime in September, 
1973 there was a violent clash between two factions of the 
local union at Topa colliery as a result of which most of 
the workers fled away and for a considerable period there 
was great chaos and confusion. Taking advantage of the situa- 
tion the concerned workman whose real name is Maheshwar 
Pathak son of Shri Ratneshwar Pathak of vilage P. O. 
Balsagra P.S. Mandu, District Hazaribagh got himself inducted 
with the help of his elder brother Shri Chandreshwar Pathak 
who was working in the colliery. 

6. A complaint was received from a local M.P. that 
Dhannu, the concerned workman was an imposter. The Sub- 
Area Manager, West Boka|ro Group of collieries, Kuju 
made an enquiry and found him to be an imposter. There- 
after w.ef. 5-10-76 under his letter dated 20|299-76 he was 
stopped from work. 

7. On behalf of the concerned workman it was stated 
that he was correctly screened in and in course of employment 
he was deputed for training and identity card was also 
issued in his name. According to him he has been mali- 
ciously stopped from work o n account of his being an active 
member of the union which was opposed to the union spon- 
sored by the management. 

8. In this reference we have to decide as to whether the 
action of the management in stopping the concerned work- 
man from work with effect from 5-10-76 is justified. The 
management’s only ground is that the concerned workman 
got his entry into the colliery by deceiptful means and was 
in fact an imposter. The reason for branding him an impos- 
ter is that his real name is Maheshwar Pathak son of 
Ratneshwar Pathak. In respect of 6/6A incline as well as 4/4A 
incline Dhannu Ganjhu had worked after the take over and 
so in the screening list the name of Dhannu Ganjhu in 
respect of both the sets of incline appears. Taking advan- 
tage of such a situation this concerned workman got him- 
self entered as an employee under SI. No. 432 of 6|6A 
incline. In this connection the management has shown 
through the screening list, Ext. M6 as well as Ext. M7 that 
in both the lists the name of Dhannu Ganjhu appears. Ac- 
cording to the management Maheshwar Pathak entered as 
Dhannu and Dhannu was never his name. But subsequently 
he discloses in papers that he was Dhannu Pathak, This will 
appear from one attestation form. Ext. M3 filed filed in by the 
concerned workman which was received by the management 
on 22-10-76 in which surname is Pathak and his name as 
Dhannu. He has given his correct home address. His photo- 
graph has also been affixed on Ext. M3. Then there is Ext. 
M4 which is the statement of Dhannu Pathak with his LTI. 
In this statement also he is Dhannu Pathak son of Ratnesh- 
war Pathak, village Balsagra, PS. Mandu District Hazarj- 
bagh. W e have also Ext. M5 a letter from Shri Rajeshwar 
Singh, Pramuk addressed to Personnel Officer, West Bokaro 
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Group of collieries stating the name of the concerned work- 
man to be Maheshwar Pathak son of Ratneshwar Pathak, 
The letter shows that in an earlier certificate he had describ- 
ed him as Dhannu Pathak without verification and at the 
instance of the concerned workman. 

9, An enquiry was Instituted against the concerned 
workman and 11 others. A true copy of the enquiry re- 
port is Ext. Ml. The enquiry officer found the following : 

“1. Dhannu Ganjhu. 

On checking of the screening list of Topa East section 
of Topa colliery one Dnannu Ganjhu son of Jitan 
Ganjhu has been screened in at screening No. 342 
and 432 as Bailing mazdoor and hazri cooli 
respectively. The person stopped from the work 
through the above office order, represented him- 
self Dhannu Pathak son of Ratneshwar Pathak, vil- 
lage Balsagra, P.O. Balsagra P.S. Mandu, Dist. 
Hazaribagh against the sc. list 342. In reference 
to representation of Shri Dhannu Pathak son of 
Ratneshwar Pathak the sc. list No. 342 where the 
employee has been screened in has been checked 
and it is noted that at this sc. No. one person 
named Dhannu Ganjhu s|o Jitan Ganjhu has been 
published as Bailing mazdoor at 4|4A. incline at 
page No. 9 on Sc. list the attendance of the repre- 
senting worker has been checked from the bonus 
register and it has been noted that he is found 
present continuously from 5-1-1 974 to 14-12-1974 
in the year 1974 and 4-1-1975 to 27-12-1975 in 
the year 1975 and onward. From the representa- 
tion it is noted that there is no such person screen- 
ed in as Dhannu Pathk s/o Rathncshwar Pathak as 
Bailing mazdoor at Screening list no. 342 as claimed, 

Therefore, in view of this fact it may be seen 
that this case is quite a false case and it can be 
treated as imposter." 

It will appear from the aforesaid document that in respect 
of Si. No. 342 of incline No. 4|4A and Si. No 432 of In- 
cline No. 6/6A Dhannu Ganjhu son of Titan Ganjhu has 
been mentioned. The concerned workman is on Si. No. 342 
of incline No. 4|4A and so he could not be Dhannu Ganjhu 
whose name was entered in the screening list. So apart from 
the question as to whether he is Dhannu Pathak or Mahesh- 
war Pathak, he could not be Dhannu Ganjhu. The learned 
Advocate appearing on behalf of the concerned workman has 
argued that duo to certain lacuna in the written statement of 
the concerned workman he was debarred from leading evi- 
dence on the point as to whether the mention of Dhannu 
Ganjhu son of Jitan Ganjhu against SI, No. 342 of 4/4A in- 
cline was a mistake. What he meant to say was that if he 
was allowed to lead evidence on that point could have 
transpired that it was a mistake because the concerned work- 
man was working in the colliery at the time of take over 
and continued to work against his SI. No. 342 of 4[4A incline. 
He has further said that the consolidated screening list was 
not produced by the management which could have shown 
the name and father’s name of Dhannu Pathak. Furthermore, 
he has said that the management should have produced the 
Form B register which could have conclusively proved 'the 
correct identity of the concerned workman. He has further 
argued that the concerned wokman has regularly worked 
and attained the status of a permanent wokman and so he 
could not be asked to stop work summarily as has been 
done in his case. 

10. Now it could be easily ascertained from the docu- 
mentary as well as oral evidence that the concerned work- 
man is not Dhannu Ganjhu and he is also not an Ada ,r asi as 
shown from the two screening list produced by the "manaee- 
ment. But Dhannu Ganjhu has gave evidence as MW-5. H- 
has said that he was working in 4[4A incline and he worked 
for a few days in 6|6A incline. Tn 4[4A incline he was under 
Shri Jaiswal, contractor and in 6|6A incline be was working 
under a contractor of Chapra. In his cross-examination he 
has said that he all along worked in 4[4A incline and work- 
ed only for 2 days in 6 6A incline. The papers of the mana- 
gement would go to show that this Dhannu Ganihu all along 
worked in 6/6A incline and he worked only for a few cluvs 
jn 4.|4A incline. In fact according to the management the 
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concerned workman Dhannu Pathak got into 4]4A incline 
because Dhannu Ganjhu was not actually working there. 
MW.5 Dhannu Ganjhu has therefore made a great confusion 
in the stand taken by the management. Consequently it lias 
been argued on behalf of the concerned workman that 
Dhannu Ganjhu MW-5 could not have made the above state- 
ment if he was working at any time after the take over in 
4|4A incline. The management’s own case is that Dhannu 
Ganjhu had all along been working in 6/6A incline. The sub- 
stance of his argument is that it was not Dhannu Ganjhu who 
was working in 4|4A incline but it was the concerned work- 
man who was working there and due to mistake his name 
was shown as Dhanuu Ganjhu. In this connection 1 have 
only to say that in a case like this where screening had taken 
place as far back as in 1973 when proper records were not 
maintained by the private collieries or them contractors a 
mistake of this type cannot be ruled out. It is apparent that 
from 5-1-74 the concerned workman has been shown to have 
worked in the colliery all along and continuously till certain 
allegations were made with regard to his being an importer 
and was consequently forced to stop work. The learned Ad- 
vocate for the management has argued that under the scheme 
of nationalisation the management was bound to give jobs 
to genuine persons already working in the colliery and not 
to an outsider and imposter. What he means to say is that 
an imposter or inductee could be summarily ousted at any 
time irrespective of the number of years put in by such wor- 
kers because they had no right of entry. In this connection l 
have to say that the screening list is the only paper produc- 
ed by the management to show that the concerned work- 
man could not be Dhannu Ganjhu and therefore he is an 
imposter. While apparently a conclusion of this nature could 
be drawn out keeping in view of the fact that the concerned 
workman could not be Dhannu Ganjhu we cannot rule out 
the possibility of a genuine mistake being made in the screen- 
ing list which was compiled at the time of screening. There 
is no explanation forthcoming for this important fact that 
from 5-1-74 the concerned workman has been working, and 
he has hecn shown to be Dhannu Pathak. Now not only he 
has gone on working but was selected for training wherein he 
was shown to be Dhannu Pathak son of Ratneshwar Pathak. 
Even the Gram Panchayat certificate has admittedly given 
his name to be Dhannu Pathak and there is the subsequent 
statement of the Gram Panchayat that the concerned work- 
man is Maheshwar Pathak. But we have no reason to put 
reliance on such contradictory papers and statements for the 
simple reason that before the enquiry was instituted the con- 
cerned workman was working in this colliery as Dhannu 
Pathak. It is therefore difficult for me to hold on the basis 
of the screening list alone that the concerned workman is an 
imposter or inductee. 

11. But apart from whatever I have said above it is 
noteworthy that the concerned workman has been shown to 
have worked from 5-1-74 continuously. There is no denying 
the fact that by virtue of serving for a number of years till 
1976 he has earned the right to work permanently. It is an 
accepted position that if a workman has worked for 240 
days in a calendar year he is entitled to be made permanent. 
This is a pica taken by him in the written statement which 
has not been challenged. Now this being the position the 
concerned workman could not be thrown out of employ- 
ment summarily and he could be removed from service after 
a full-fledged domestic enquiry and by an order of dismissal. 

12, Thus considering all aspects of the case, I hold that 
the action of the management of Tona colliery of Central 
Coalfields Limited, Post office Kuju, District Hazaribagh in 
stopping Shrj Dhannu, son of Shri Ratheshwar Pathak, Firici 
Helper from work with effect from 5th October, 1976 is 
not justified. Consequently, he should be deemed to have 
been reinstated with effect from 5th October, 1976 with full 
back wages and other emoluments. 

This is my award.

“Whether the action of the management of Jogidih 
Colliery of M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Limited, P.O. 
Tundoo. Dist. Dhanbad in dismissing Sri Mahabir 
Das, Miner from service is justified 7 If not, to 
what relief is the workmen entitled 7 

2. On behalf of the workman the Bihar Colliery Kamgar 
Union has filed a statement of claim stating that the concerned 
workman had put in 10 to 1? years of continuous blemishless 
service in Jogidih Colliery of M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. 
The management issued the chnrgcshect dated 13th/20t.h 
June, 1974 alleging that he had on 12-6-74 instigated his co- 
workers not to perform their duties and that he had also 
threatened his superior officers. It is .ubmitted that the accu- 
sation is false. The management ordered a departmental 
enquiry against the workman and as per the findings submit- 
ted by the Enquiry Officer he was dismissed from service 
with effect from 26-6-74. It is complained that the depart- 
mental enquiry was not fairly conducted and that the work- 
man was not given sufficient opportunity to defend his cuse. 
It is also said that the findings of the Enquiry Officer are 
perverse and not based on any evidence. The Union takes 
the plea that the order of dismissal v/as not pasted by the 
competent authority. The union prays that the workman 
may be ordered to be reinstated with full back wages. 


3 The management of M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Jtd., 
filed their written statement stating that the workman herein 
along with certain others assaulted Mr. Maneleshwar Singh. 
First Class Asstt. Manager and Sri Gopalji Sahay, Overman 
at about 8.45 a.m. on 13-6-74 near the North Sinidih colliery 
office for which offence they were duly chargesheeted and 
trie 1 departmcntally. They s ay_ that the departmental enquiry 
was conducted fairly and in strict compliance with the princi- 
ples of natural justice. They alRO say that the findings of 
l Ent > l,i ^ Officer arc based on proper evidence and that 
the punishment imposed is warranted hv the gravity of the 
offence. They say that the order of dismissal is validly 
passed. 

4 The management field a rejoinder denying the averments 
made in the workman’s statement of claim. 

5. On the above pleadings the issues that arise for consi- 
deration are — 

(1) Whether the departmental enquiry is proper and 
consistent with the principles of natural justice 7 


(2) Whether the findings recorded by the Enquiry Officer 
are based on proper evidence ? 

("3 ) Whether the workman is entitled to reinstatement 
with full back wages 7 

(4) To what relief 7 

6, Issue (1).— By the order dated 1 5-5-80 this Court held 
this issue against the workman. 


7. Issue (2). — The case against the workman is that on 
13-6-74 at about 8.45 a.m. he and two others severely beat 
the First Class Asstt. Manager, Sri Mnngleshwar Singh and 
the Overman, Sri Gopalji Sahay near the Sinidih Colliery 
office. It is also alleged that the workman and the two 
others threatened to kill the Asstt. Manager and the Overman 
if they tried to report the incident to the higher authorities. 
A chargesheet was served on the workman and the two others 
on 20-6-74. On the same day the three charge-sheeted em- 
ployees submitted their explanation taking the plea that at 
the time of the alleged incident they were working inside 
the mine. An enquiry wa s held on 21-6-74 at which the 
injured officers, the Asstt. Manager and the Overman were 
examined. The chargesheeted employees declined to cross- 
examine Ihem. The victims of the assualt spoke to the 
workman herein and two others beating them with lathis. 
The Overman also stated that when he went to the rescue 
of the Asstt. Manager he was severely beaten, The eye- 
witness Sri A. K. Chatterjee Overman corroborated the evi- 
dence of the victims. He identified the workman and the two 
other charge-sheeted employees as tho assailents of the two 
injured persons. This witness also was not cross-examined 
by the Chaigc-shceted employees. The other eye witness 
Sri A. B. Singh, Attendance Clerk also corroborated the evi- 
dence of the aforesaid witness. In his cross-examination 
nothing of importance has been elicited. The charge-sheeted 
employees set up a plea of alibi viz. that they were working 
underground at the time of the incident. The attendance 
register for (he relevant date was not produced before the 
Enquiry Officer to show that this plea of alibi was false. 
But the Enquiry Officer during the course of his report Ext. 
M-6 dated 22-6-74 says that on examining the attendance 
register for the date 13-6-74 he was satisfied that the three 
charge-sheeted employees including the concerned workman 
went underground at 9 a.m. and not at 8 a.m. as pleaded by 
them. After considering the other evidence recorded by him 
he submitted a finding of guilty. 


8. Sri J, D, Lai for the workman submitted that the evi- 
dence pluced on the record is not sufficient to sustain a 
finding of guilty. He refers to the evidence of the victims 
of assault viz. the Asstt. Manager and the Overman. They say 
they were beaten with lathis. The Overman says he was 
Severely injured on his head. The Asstt. Manager slated that 
his left hand, knee and back were injured. Both Mr. Sahay, 
(he Overman and Mr. Singh, the Assn, Manager were sent 
to the hospital for treatment. Sri Singh was discharged from 
the hospital after giving him first-aid and Sri Sahay was treated 
as an in-patient. Sri Sahay stated he went to the colliery 
dispensary and from there he was removed to the Regional 
Hospital, Kalras. Till the date of his deposition in this 
enquiry <21-6-74) he was under treatment. It i s argued by 
Sri T. D. I.al that unless the evidence of the victims of the 
assault is corroborated by wound certificates issued by the 
colliery' hospital, the same cannot be believed. I do not agree. 
These witnesses were not even cross-examined by the charge- 
sheeted employees. Tt was not even suggested to them that 
they received no injuries on 13-6-74. The plea that o n account 
of his illiteracy the concerned workman could not cross- 
examine the injured persons cannot he accepted. Sri Lai 
further submits that the Fnauirv Officer consulted the atten- 
dance register behind the back of the charge-sheeted em- 
ployees to find out if their pica of alibi was correct In the 
course of his report he stated that n perusal of the attendance 
register showed that the workman went underground at 
9 am and not at 8 a.m. Sri Lai requested the Court to 
send for that attendance register to see if the statement made 
by the Enquiry Officer was correct. Though ample oppor- 
tunity was given to the management to produce the attendance 
register for the relevant date, they failed to do so. Tt is 
argued that the management is deliberately suppressing the 
attendance register which was available at the time of en- 
S . ri T ™ hl for . th « management submit that the work- 
man having kept quiet for a long time after the date of his 
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dismissal, has suddenly raised this dispute in the year 1978 
or 1979 and (hat the management could not be expected to 
preserve (heir old records for more than three years. Still, 
I feel that the Enquiry Officer when he though it lit to 
refer to the attendance register to decide the truth or other- 
wise of the plea of alibi, he should have made that register 
a part of the enquiry file. In my view this is a great draw- 
back in the case of the management. 

9. Sri J. D. Eal also submits that Enquiry Officer failed 
to comply with the provisions of Section 17(4) of the Model 
Standing Orders for Coal Mining Industry which lays down 
that in awarding punishment under this Standing order the 
authority awarding punishment should take into account 
the gravity of the misconduct with previous record if any 
of the workman and any other extenuating or aggravating 
circumstances that may exist. In this case the order of 
dismissal Ext. M-4 does not comply with the above 

provisions of the Standing Order 17(4). The past record 
of service of the workman has not been considered at all. 
Reliance is placed on the decision of the Madras High Court 
reported in 1974 Lab, I. C. page 1496 for the proposition 
that where the competent authority docs not consider the 
gravity of the misconduct and the record of the workman or 
any other extenuating or aggravating circumstances as required 
by the Standing Order, the Labour Court is justified in inter- 
fering with the punishment and directing reinstatement of 
the workmen. The above observations of the Madras High 
Court turned on the peculiar facts of that case. If the offience 
of assault on the Asstt. Manager and the Overman is made 
out it cannot be said that the punishment of dismissal im- 
posed on the workman is liable to be interfered with just 
because the previous record of service of his is not considered. 
It is further argued that u/s 14(1) of the Coal Mines 
Nationalisation Act, 1973, it is either the Government Com- 
pany or the Central Government that is competent to order 
dismissal of an employee. In this case the Manager of the 
colliery imposed the punishment of dismissal. It is argued 
that unless the order delegating the power of dismissal to 
this Manager is filed, his competence to pass such an order 
cannot be presumed. The management has filed an Office 
Order dated 20-12-76 showing delegation of such powers, 
Sii I. D. Lai docs not dispute that the Office Order authorises 
the Colliery Manager to dismiss the workman. But he con- 
tends that the delegation of powers order now filed before 
Court is of the year 1976, whereas the order of dismissal 
is dated 26-6-74. He submits that unless the delegation of 
power s order obtaining in 1974 is filed, the validity of the 
order of dismissal in question cannot be properly determined. 
Sri Joshi for the Management merely stated that such powers 
were there even in 1974. 

10. So the question is whether the evidence placed on the 
record is sufficient to sustain a finding of guilty. It is strongly 
pressed that in the absence of the wound certificates and the 
attendance register for 13-6-74, the guilt of the workman 
cannot be said to have been established beyond all reasonable 
doubts. In a departmental enquiry, the preponderance of 
evidence has to be considered and not whether the guilt of 
the accused has been established beyond all reasonable doubt. 
True the victims of the assualt and one of the oyc-witness 
have not been cross-examined, It may also be noted that 
when this plea of alibi was taken at the earliest point of time, 
i.e., on the very date the chargesheet was served on the work- 
man, the management should have made the attendance regis- 
ter available to the workman to prove his case. The Enquiry 
Officer should not have made use of a d'cum-ni < vU. Atten- 
dance Register) to decide the plea of alibi against the work- 
man when it did not form part of the evidence adduced 
before him by the parties. On this score alone the finding 
of guilty recorded by the Enquiry Officer is liable to be set 
aside, Tssue (2) held in favour of the workman. 

11. Issue (3) — In the light of the finding on Issue (2) 
the concerned workman is entitled to reinstatement. The 
question is whethet on the facts and in the circumstances of 
the case he should be given back wages from the date of dis- 
missal in June, 1974 till the date of reinstatement. The 
order of dismissal was passed in June, 1974 and this dispute 
was raised in 1978 or 1979. There is no explanation forth- 
coming for this inordinate delay. The workman is charged 
with a very serious offence of assaulting his superiors. On 
account of some procedural regularity committed by the 
Enquiry Officer (in not placing the Attendance Register on the 


record) the workman is being given the benefit of doubt des- 
pite the unchallenged evidence of the 2 victims of the assault 
and an eye-witness. It is but proper that the claim for hack 
wages should be i ejected in toto. But the reinstatement will 
be with continu.ty of service. Issue (3) found accordingly. 

12, Issue f 4 ) . — In the result it is held the Management 
of Jogidih Colliery is not justified in dismissing the work- 
man concerned and that the workman is held entitled to re- 
instatement in service with continuity of service, but without 
back wages.

This is a reference under Sec, 10 of the J.D. Act, 1947, 
The Central Government by its notification No. L-20012/ 
66/79-D.III(A), dated 21st August, 1979 has referred this 
dispute to this Tribunal for adjudication on the following 
terms. 

SCHEDULE 

"Whether the demand of the workmen of Area No. VII 
of Messrs Bharat Coking Coal Limited, Post Office 
Kusunda. District Dhanbad that Shri B. D. Saha 
should be placed in Technical Grade-B in the pay 
scale of Rs. 510-27-726-32-854 with effect from the 
1st January, 1978 is justified 7 If so, to what relief 
is the said workman entitled ?" 

2. The concerned workman Shri B. D. Saha happens to he 
a qualified draftsman (Civil) since 1974 and has worked in 
different collieries and offices of Me«:rs Bharat Coking Coal 
Ltd. He is at present working in the office of the General 
Manager, Area No. VTI, Post Office ; Kusunda, District 
Dhanbad. He received diploma in Draftsmanship (Civil) from 
a recognised Institution. The Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. since 
1973 upgraded the post of draftsman of all categories to that 
of technical Grade B of the Coal Wage Board recommenda- 
tion. All qualified draftsmen who were in category VI were 
since upgraded lo technical grade ‘B' and similarly all new 
recruits of draftsmen have been placed in technical grade ‘B’ 
instead of category VI. The grievance of Shri B. D. Saha 
is that although he is qualified he has not been placed in 
technical grade ‘B’ inspite of repre'entations filed by him. 
According to him the qualified draftsmen who newly entered 
the service were placed in technical grade ’B’ while he has 
continued in category VI with no prospects whatsoever.

3. The union of (he concerned workman made a representa- 
tion dated 17-8-78 to the management demanding that Shu 
Saha should be placed in technical grade ‘B’ since he had 
been working as draftsman; but the management did not 
accede, to the demand of the union nor gave a reply to the 
union’s representation. The union, therefore, raised an indus- 
trial dispute and on failure of conciliation the present reference 
was made. 

4. The stand taken by the management in their written 
statement is that a cadre scheme has been drawn up under 
which the conce: ned workman has to work for 3 years in 
Techn'cal Grade C." before he could be considered for pro- 
motion for technical grade ‘B’. The other facts as given in 
the written statement of the concerned workman have been 
admitted by the management, 

5. In the rejoinder the concerned workman took the stand 
that qualified chaftsmen already working as employees could 
not be required to start their carrier from the bottom of 
the cadre scheme, but have to be fitted in the proper grade 
according to their qualification and experience, 

6. The management has filed Hxt. M-l which is a cadre 
scheme evolved bv the management in respect of appoint- 
ment and promotion. On behalf of the workmen, Shri R. D. 
Saha examined himself as WW, 1. He has said lhat he has 
been working as draftsman (civil) since August, 1974. He 
started working as draftsman in Gadhur colliery and at present 
he is draftsman in Area No. VTI. He passed Diploma Course 
in Civil Draftsmanship in B. B. C, Institute, Hurdwan. He 
has produced his certificate Ext. W. 1. He had passed the 
draftsmanship examination in 1967. He was placed in cate- 
gory VI of the Wage Board recommendation when he was 
appointed ns draftsman in 1974. His evidence is that other 
draftsmen in Bharat Coking Coal T.td. were placed in technical 
grade ‘B\ He has proved Ext. W. 2 which is a letter con- 
cerning Shri B. P. Sinba, draftsman who was placed in techni- 
cal grade ‘B’ in the scale of Rs. 510 — 854. He has also 
deposed that one Shri Lakshman Prasad Singh who was work- 
ing with him as draftsman has been regularised in technical 
grade ‘B 1 . The letter concerning Shri Lakshman Prasad Singh 
has been marked Ext. W. 3. Similarly one Shri R. P. Parihar 
h draftsman was sbo allowed technical grade ‘B’ in 1973. 
He has proved EM, W. 4 which Is another appointment letter 
in respect of Shri Santi Blkash Pan who was appointed as 
draftsman (civil) in technical grade B. He has also proved 
one cycloslyled copy of order with the list of all draftsmen 
(mechanical, civil and electrical) which has been marked 
Ext. W. 5. He has proved Ext. W. 6 and W. 7 which are 
his representations to be placed in technical grade ‘B’ in the 
same manner as persons mentioned in Ext. W, 5. His case 
is that from January, 1978 he should be placed in technical 
grade ‘B’ with three increments. 

7. I may, mention that the documentary evidence produced 
on behalf of the concerned workman has not been challenged 
by the management. In course of argument Shri T, P. Chou- 
dhurv has virtually accepted that the concerned workman 
should be placed in technical grade ‘B’ like all others ; but it 
has to be in due course. He could not explain to me as to 
what would he the due course to be followed In the case of 
the concerned workman, The written statement of the manage- 
ment shows that below the post of draftsmen thee are 
various inferior posts. It does not stand to reason that the 
concerned workman should have to serve for a period of 3 
years in technical grade ‘C’ before being placed in technical 
grade 'B\ Already the concerned workman by virtue of his 
being in category VI is drawing more pay than the starting 
scale of technical grade ‘B’. So there Is no question of his 
being placed in technical grade ‘C’ before being placed in 
technical grade ‘B’. Shri T. P. Choudhury has concecdcd 
this fact also. Moreover, none of the draftsmen mentioned 
in F\t. W. 5 were asked tc serve in technical grade ‘C’ be- 
cause thev were straightway placed in technical grade ‘TP. 
T see no reason why an exception should be made of this 
workman hy the management in requiring him to be placed in 
fechn 1 -nl grade ‘C’. before being placed in technical grade 
‘B\. Moreover, the management appears to have broiinht out 
a lis* of draftsmen due to be placed in technical ernle ‘B’ 
vvhicb is a part of the cadr e scheme. Ext. M-1. Tn this list 
the > ame of the concerned workman does not appear. Shri 
T. P. Choudhury was unable to exnlain the absence of b ! s 
name and -,o l( is clear that the management has tint shown 
any intention to place him in technical Grade *B\ 


8. It is true that according to the Wage Board rccommenda- 
lion the concerned workman should be in category VI, and 
he is in that category. But th c management hay evolved 
a cadre scheme under which draftsmen have received better 
pay and have better prospects. According to that scheme 
a large number of draftsmen have been fitted into the scale 
and allowed technical Grade ‘B’. The concerned workman has 
been working as draftsman in category VI since 1974 and 
he should have been normally fitted into the cadre scheme 
and placed in technical Grade ‘B’ from 1 st January, 1978. 
This was denied to him inspite of representations filed by him 
ns also by his union. Even during the conciliation proceeding 
the management took an adament attitude by refusing to 
place him in technical Grade 'B’ for no apparent reason. It 
was not a question of promotion but a simple fitment into 
a corresponding scale. The evidence of the concerned work- 
man is that he should be allowed three increments. Shri 
T. P. Choudhury, Advocate has nothing to say about this 
for ihe obvious reason that other draftsmen in their fitment 
in the technical Grade ‘B 1 were allowed three increments. 

9. Thus having discussed all aspects of this case. I have 
to hold that the demand of the workmen of Area No. VII 
of Messrs Bharat Coking Coal Limited, Post Office Kusunda, 
District Dhanbad that Shri B, D. Saha should be placed in 
Technical tirade- B ir the pay scale of Rs. 510-27-726-32-854 
with effect from the 1st January, 1978 is justified. Conse- 
quently, the pay of Shri Saha from 1st January, 197,8 will 
be fixed in the aforesaid scale after allowing him three incre- 
ments. He will be further entitled to all back wages and 
other emoluments admissible to him. 

This is my award.

Beawar) in respect of fhe matters of 
pavmeot of bonus, grant of festival holidays and casual leave 
with wages and reinstatement of 10 workmen named in the 
reference for adiudication to this Tribunal by its order refer- 
red above :

Tf so, wfiat should be the rate of bonus ?

2. Whether the demand of the union for grant of festival 

holidays and Casual leave with wages to the em- 
ployees is justified ?

3. Whether the demand of the union for rc-instatement 

of S/Shri Moti Singh, Girdharisingh, Seshasingh, 

Kabirsingh, Doodsingh, Anupsingh, Kishansingh, 

Magsingh, Smt. Chunni W/o Moti Singh and Smt. 
Pepi with effect from 9-3-77 with back wages is 
justified ? If so, what should be the relief. 

First dispute 

The first dispute relates fo the payment of bonus for the 
year 1974, 197? and 1976. In respect of the first dispute 
the claim of tin; union is that the opposite party has been 
engaging 30 to 40 workmen regularly in its mine. It is exca- 
vating quartz from mines which is used in potteries and it is 
sold at high rates. The opposite partv had earned good pro- 
fits. 11 had not paid any bonus to its workmen in the year 

1974, 1975 and 1976, so, a bonus @ 20 per cent of wages in 
each year should be awarded to the workmen. 

This claim in respect of bonus has been opposed by the 
opposite party with the contention that the opposite party had 
not employed 20 or more workmen in its cor. xrn as such the 
provisions of the Payment of Bonus Act 1965 are not appli- 
cable. Besides the opposite party concern had not earned may 
profit in these years. It is owned by Shrl Salya Narian 
Mathur in whose favour the lease of the mine was transfer- 
red by the Government with effect from 21-12-76, as such 
the opposite party is not liable to pay any bonus to fhe 
workmen for these years. 

Shri Kalvansingh, Motisingh and Kabirsingh were examined 
on behalf "of the union. Shri Satya Narian Mathur as 
examined in rebuttal. The union had also produced 7 docu- 
ments. The opposite party did not prefer to produce any 
record and accounts of the cencern. 

In the matter of bonus dispute the following are the main 
points for decision in the case ; 

1 1 ) whether the opposite party concern had not em- 
ployed 20 or more persons in the concern as such 
provisions of Payment of Bonus Act aro not appli- 
cable to it ? 

(2) whether the ormositc party got the lease of mine in 
December 1976 and therefore he is not liable for 
the bonus of the year 1974, 1975 and 1976 ? 

633 whether the opposite party is liable to pay any bonus 
to its workmen, if so, at what rates ? 

It is not disputed by the opposite party that the provisions of 
Bonus Act, 1965 arc applicable to a concern if it employee 
20 or more persons in the year. The case of the union is 
that the opposite party had employed 30 to 40 workmen in 
its mines. Shri Satya Narian proprietor of the mine had 
averred in the claim and also in his staremert that 20 persons 
or more were never employed in the Bajmng Quartz mine. 
In the lease deed given in favour of the opposite party it 
has been provided that the transferee would observe and 
perform all the provisions and conditions of all convcnaot 
and stipulation contained in the lease. The opposite party 
had not preferred to submit the original lease granted in 
favour of lessee Shri Suganehand Mathur father of Satya 
Narian Mathur the present proprietor of the Bajrang Ouartz 
Mines. In Rule No. 17 of the Rajasthan Minerals and Mines 
Concessions Rules 1959 in accordance whHi the lease is 
granted, it has been provided that the lessee shall keep correct 
and regular accounts of all minerals excavated from the 
mines and the quantity lying jn deposit at the mines and the 
quantity dispatched therefrom and as also the number of 
persons employed thereat in the form given in schedule V. 
In the Mines Act 1952 there exists a similar provision in 
section 48 of the said Act that the mine owner shall keep 
the registers in prescribed form containing the detailed in- 
formation of the persons employed in the mines. The 
opposite party must have kept the aforesaid record for the 
working of his mine, but he did not prefer to produce the 
same to prove his contention that he had not employed 20 
or more persons in his mine. In absence of the above record 
The ora! testimony of Shri S, N. Mathur cannot be 
relied to prove the abovesaid contention as his oral 


testimony is not suilkicnt to rebut the evidence given by the 
union. Shri Kalyansingh General Secretary of the union 
has stated that 30 to 4li persons were employed regularly in 
the above said years in the mine. Shri Moiismgh who had 
worked there had also stated that, in I he mine 40 pci sons 
were employed where he was working. The above said eon- 1 
tention was also not taken by the opposite party in the reply 
dated 19-5-77 Ex. W-4 given in reply tu the demand charter 
of the union. It also shows that the contention of non-appli- 
cability of Bonus Act is an atfer thought. Besides in the 
first settlement Lx. W-l dated 17-2-76 entered by Shri Sugan- 
ehand Mathur previous occupier of mine and the union, it 
was narrated that on account of partial lock-out declared 
by Bajrang Quarlz Mines 30 workmen were rendered idle. 
In another settlement Fx. W-3 dated 3-4- 77 it has been narrat- 
ed in clause No. 6 that 14 workmen would be taken on 
duly from 4th and 3 workmen would be taken on duty 
with effect from 6th April, 1977. Front these settlement 
it is apparent that mor e than 20 workmen were working in 
the mules as such they support the version of the union and 
therefore oral testimony of Shri Satya Narian Mathur cannot 
be taken sufficient to rebut the evidence of the union. Hence 
it is held that more than 20 persons were employed in the 
opposite parly concern in these years and therefore the pro- 
visions of Payment iff Bonus Act are applicable to it. 

Shri Satya Narain Mathur, the proprietor of the mine is the 
transferee of the lease of the mine with effect from 21-12-76 
in respect of the mine leased to his fa her with effect from 
26-12-63. It has been admitted by Shri Satya Narian Mathur 
that he is not the original lessee of the mine. As partners of 
transfer need he is laible for condition and convenant con- 
tained in the lease. In the statement Ex. W-7 given before 
the Payment of Wage* Authority in case No. 58/77 he has 
admitted that tie did not apply for lease to the Government. 
The lease was in favour of his father Shri Suganehand Mathur. 
Shri Suganehand Mathur father of Shri S. N. Mathur has 
also narrated in his statement Ex. W-6 given before the Pay- 
ment of Wages Authority, Ajmer in the above case that he 
got the lease of mine transferred in favour of his son because 
of his old age. He did not charge any amount from his 
son for the transfer of the mine to him. From the above 
statements it is apparent that Shri S. N. Mathur is merely a 
transferee of lease of mine granted to his father. Under 
Section 25 EF of the Industrial Disputes Act the transferee 
of the undertaking is liable for the compensation of the 
workmen which they are entitled to get from the previous 
owner. In that cose the employer of a concern even if he 
is transferee of (he concern is liable to the payment of bonus 
to the wolkmcn if it is naynble. This view find support also 
frum the case Arfisian Press Ltd. Vs, Labour Appellate Tri- 
bunal of India 1954-II-LLJ-424 and the Bombay Garrage Ltd. 
Vs. Industrial Tribunal Bombay 1953-I-LIJ-page 14. In view 
of above It is held that the opposite partv is Fable for pay- 
ment of bonus for the above said years if it is payable even 
though he is a transferee of the lease of mine with effect from 
21-12-76. 

The opposite party was required under the provisions of 
Mines Act to keep record of the produce of the mine worked 
by him. In other words he is required to maintain accounts 
of the mines w orbed by him. He did not prefer to produce 
the accounts, in that case it is not possible to work out the 
gross profit, allocable surplus and available surplus as per 
provisions of Payment of Bonus Act, but still the opposite 
party is liable to nay the minimum bonus to its workmen for 
the year 1974 and 1976 as the bonus is payable in these nears 
even if (he emolover did not earn profit. (In the vear 1974 
the minimum bonus was payable at the rate of 4% of the 
wages and in the year 1976 it was payable (a) 8.33 % of 
the wages. In the year 1975 the bonus was payable if the 
employer had allocable surplus. The above legal position 
has not been disputed by anv of the parties. Hence it is 
he'd that the workmen of the opposite partv concern are 
entitle! to pavment of minimum bonus for the vear 1974 and 
1976 as per provisions of Payment of Bonus Act, 

Second dispute 

The second dispute is relating to grant of Festival Holidays 
md casual leave "i<h wages (o the eirmlovcev nf fV opposite 
party concern The union had claimed that 10 festival holi- 
days namelv 26 January. Holi. Id, 15th August, Gandhi Jayanti 
Deepwali. Dashein and 3 other festivals should be granted.’ 
It has also demanded 10 casual leave with wages, in replv 
to the claim i< is admitted by (he opposite partv that 6 Festi- 
val Holidays for 26th January, 15th August, Holi, Deepwali, 
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Deshera and Id are being given to the workmen and any 
more such holiday cannot be given. The workmen are also 
not entitled to casual leave with wage H as they ate given 
weekly holidays and sickness leave. 

In support of above demands the Secretary of the union 
had justified the demand on the contention that ihese festival 
holidays are given in tvery industrial undertaking Ihjonghotil 
the State. Shri Satya Narian Mnlhur has staled that Festival 
holidays for Holt, Decpwuli, 15th August and 26th lanuary 
are being given to the employees working in his mine. In 
reply to tije claim it has been admitted that 6 Festival holidays 
are being given to the workmen. Thus he had changed his 
version taken in the tcply to the claim. In the circumstances 
it has to he telied that 6 festival holidays namely 26th fanuury, 
15th August, Holi, Deepwali, Deshera and Id are being given 
by (he opposite party to its workmen. The union claimed 
4 more festival holidays and it has been narated by Shri 
Mahan Singh that Festival and National Holidays for 2nd 
October — Gandhi Jayanti is given to every workmen in each 
inti ifrial undertaking, J do not imd any reason why the holi- 
day Tor 2nd Odoher being Gandhi I ay anti should not he 
allowed as this holiday is given nearly in all the industrial 
undertaking in the memory of father of the nation. There- 
fore, it u uceined proper that 7 National and Festival holidays 
including holiday of Gandhi Jayanti should be allowed to 
the wotkmcn of the opposite party concern. 

The union had claimed 10 casual leave. Shri Satya Narian 
has also admitted in his cross-examination that 10 casual leave 
are being given to workmen who has worked the concern at 
least fur one year. In view of ubove the workmen of the 
opposite party concern ne held entitled 10 causal leave in a 
year with wages if such workmen had completed service of 
one year 

Thus in respect of dispute No, 2 it is held that the work- 
men arc entitled to 7 National and Festival Holidays of 
flj 26th January, (2) 15th August, (3,1 Hoi, (4) Deepwtili, (5) 
Deshera. (61 ID and (7) 2nd October, Gandhi jayanti, and 
they arc also held entitled to 10 casual leave in a year. 

Third dispute 

The 3rd demand i elates to the reinstatement of 10 workmen 
namely, Sarvshri 1. Motisingh 2, Girdbaiisitlgh 3. Serimsingh. 
4, Knhirtingh 5. Dcodsingh 6, Anupsingh 7. Kishansingh. 
8, Megsiugh 9. Stmt. Chunni W/o Molisingh and 10. Smt, 
Pepi with effect from 9-3-77 with back wages. It is narated 
in :he claim in respect of this demand that the above said work- 
men were removed by the opposite party with effect from 
9-3-77 by oral orders. They had not been paid retrenchment 
compensation and they had also not been served with notice 
or paid wages in lieu of notice. Therefore, they should be 
reinstated with full back wages. In reply to the claim it was 
averred by the opposite party that the opposite party had 
started the working o f mine with effect from 25-12-76. These 
wo'bmcn were working as casual labourers and they had 
left the service after taking their wages, as such the union 
is not entitled to any relief in respect of this demand. 

The union could not establish by its evidence that the work- 
men other than Motisingh and Kabirsingh had served the 
opposile party for more than one year as such they could 
not have been teFcnrhcd without payment of comnensalion 
and service of requisite notice under section 25(F) of the Indus- 
trial Disputes Act. Shri Kalyansingh Gen. Secretary of the 
union has admitted in his cross-examination that the service 
period of Doodsingh, Magsingh, Chunni and Pepi may be 
less than one year. He has further stated that he is 
also no; definite about the service period of Anupsingh and 
Kishansingh, Girdhatisingb and Seshasingh had service more 
than one year as per statement of Shri Kalyansingh, but his 
statement was not supported by examining Ciirdharisingh and 
Seshasingh. Therefore, it had to be taken that the union had 
failed to establish that the workmen named in the reference 
other than Motisingh and Kabirsingh had served in the 
opposite party mine for more than one year. In that case their 
retrenchment by the opposite party is to be considered valid. 

Motisingh and Kabirsingh have been examined by the 
union. Motisingh has stated that he had served in the 
opposite party mine for 8 years continuously from 1967 
before his removal. Shri Kabirsingh has stated that he bad 
served the opposite party for 3 years from 1974 before his 
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removal. Shri Kalyansingh has also corroborated the state- 
ments of these 2 witnesses, Shri Satya Narian had admit- 
ted that on the date of transfer of lease of mine in his favour 
these workmen were working in his concern. He has narra- 
ted that they were working as casual labourers, but he has 
not supported bis version by any other reliable evidence. 
In the opposite party mines the record of the persons employed 
is expected to have been kept, as per provisions ot tile Mine 
Act 1962 and the terms and conditions provided in Fie lease. 
The evidence of the above nature has not been produced by 
the opposite patty in the case. In that case I do not find any 
reason why the version of the union taken in the claim and 
supported by the evidence should not be relied. If tile version 
of the union is taken reliable than these 2 workmen Motisingh 
and Kabirsingh could not have been retrenched without com- 
plying with the provisions o£ Section 25(F) of the 1. D. Act. 
It is an admitted case of the opposite party that both the 
workmen were tieithei paid any compensation nor given any 
notice or paid wages in lieu of notice. In the circumstances 
the retrenchment of these 2 workmen is to be held invalid 
and therefore they arc entitled to be reinstated with back 
wages. It is the contention of the opposite party that these 
workmen had served in the Golecha Mines, but it is not 
established by any evidence. 

It has been further urged that as per settlement r'x. W-3 
these workmen were to be kept in service with effect from 
4-4-77 if they would have turned up to join the service. It 
is not established that (hey came on 4-4-77 as such the con- 
tention of the union that they should be reinstated on their 
jobs with effect from 9-3-77 should nol be relied. The con- 
tention raise is lot tenable as the case of the union is that 
these workmen were removed from service with effect from 
9-3-77 bv oral ctdeis. If during the conciliation any interim 
settlement was reached and that was not acted upon by any 
of the parties to it, it does not disentitle tin- party to the 
relief established in the case. The retrenchment of both 
there workmen is held to he invalid. Thcv were said to 
have been removed by oral orders on 9-3-77, in that case 
both (hese workn er. arc entitled to reinstatement on (heir jobs 
with back wages fiom 9-3-77. 

Therefore an award is passed in the case as under t 

(1) (i) that the demand of union for payment of bonus 

for the year 1974 and 1976 is justified, but 
its demand for the payment of bonus for the year 
1975 is not justified; 

(ii) that the workmen are entitled to the minimum 
bonus for the year 1974 and 1976 as per provisions 
of Payment of Bonus Act ; 

(2) that the claim of the union for the grant of Festival 
and National Holidavs and casual leave with wages 
to rhe employee is justified and the emplovces are 
entitled to the Festival and National Holiday for 
the days (i) 261h January, (ii' 15th August, (iii) 
Holi. Civ) Dccpwali, (v) Dashcra, (vi) Id and (vii) 
2nd October. Gandhi Jayanti ; and the workmen are 
held entitled to 10 casual leave with wager in a year 
after completion of service of one year ; 

(3) That the demand of the union for the reinstatement 
of Motisingh and Kabirsingh with back wages fiom 
9-3-77 is justified and it is directed that both these 
workmen should be reinstated with full back wages 
from 9-3-77. The demand of union in resrcct of 
reinstatement remaining 8 workmen namely, Gir- 
dharisingb, Seshasingh, Doodsingh. Anupsingh, 
Kishansingh, Magsingh, Smt. Chunni W/o Motisingh 
and Smt, Pepi is not justified and they are not 
entitled to any relief. 

Let the award be submitted to the Central Government 
for publication under section 17(1) of the Industrial Disputes 
Act,

By Order No. L-26012/ll/74-l.RIV-D.03(B) dated, the 
22nd February, 1975, the Central Government being of 
opinron that an industrial dispute exists between the employers 
in relation to Messrs M. B. Mineral industries, Post Office 
Mohammad Bazar, District Birbhum and their workmen in 
respect of the matter specified m the schedule attached to 
the order, have referred the dispute for adjudication to this 
Tribunal.

2. After receipt of the reference parties were noticed to 
liie their respective written statements, Accordingly they have 
filed their written statements as well as rejoinders. When 
the case was taken up for hearing on 12-8-1980 a joint peti- 
tion is filed by the parties saying that tile dispute between 
them has been settled ns indicated in the petition. A prayer 
has been made in the petition to dispose of the reference in 
terms ot the settlement. The settlement has been signed by 
Sri K. S. Majumdar, Manager, on behalf of the management 
and by the workman concerned Sri Gadadhar Guitl.

AWARD 

The Central Government as appropriate Government referred 
an industrial Dispute u/s. 36-A of the l.D. Act, 1947 vide 
its order No. L.-4201 1/4/76/DlllBj dated the 23rd April, 1976 
to Industrial Tribunal, Delhi in the following terms : 

‘Whether the directions given by the Industrial 1 lihunal, 
Chandigarh, in the award in reference No. 2-C of 
1971 govern the ca.se of the categories of employees 
discussed in the said award only, or the said award 
is in respect of all categories of employees on the 
Project wherever either of the principles enunciated 
in the award was lacking ? 

2. On receipt of the reference it was ordered to be regis- 
tered and usual notices were sent to the parties. In pursuance 
whereof a statement of claim was filed on behalf of the 
workman side and thereafter a written statement was filed. 
After a replication had been filed following one issue was 
framed by Industrial Tribunal, Delhi vide his order dated 15th 
October, 1976 : 

Issue : 

As in the terms of reference. 

3. Thereafter the case was adjourned for evidence. But 
before any evidence could be recorded this case was trans- 
ferred to this Tribunal hy the appropriate Government on 
receipt of the case by transfer it was ordered to be registered 
and notices were issued to the parties. After the parties had put 
in appearance the question whether any evidence should he 
recorded or not was re-considered and vide my order dated 
the 7th April, 1978 following order was passed : 

‘It is urged on behalf of the BSL that the Project should 
be afforded an opportunity to lead evidence on the 
issue under reference. As uuainsl this the union 
representatives submit that thev do not propose to 
lead any evidence. Pritna facie considering fho 
terms of reference the question involves onlv in- 
lerpretation of the award and apparently it rhpuld 
he without any extreme help and therefore I do 
not think any evidence is called for. What is needed 
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is the perusal of the statement of claim, the written 
statement, the issue if any framed as the original 
reference and finally the award itself. Accordingly 
after giving my considered thought to the matter 
raised on behalf of the Management I hold that no 
evidence need be recorded and it is ordered accord- 
ingly.' 

4. The matter was rcagitaled by the Management which 
was disposed of vide my order dated 5-6-79 which reads as 
under : 

‘In this reference u/s. 36-A a question is raised by tho 
Management that the question referred cannot be 
decided without evidence. The representatives of 
union contests the claim. 1 have heard them and 
have given my considered thought to the matter 
before me, I have summoned the original file of 
reference u/s. 10 which contains the entire evidence 
recorded there as also the award. In the face there- 
of amount of evidence can explain the order of 
reference u/s 10 of the evidence recorded therein 
of the award. The reference u/s. 36-A is also before 
me. The only question on which requires adjudica- 
tion u/s 36A is that of interpretation and there- 
fore no evidence is called for this purpose. Tn view 
thcicof the requisite objectin'! of the management 
is over rulled.' 

5. I have heard parties representatives at length at the main 
reference and have also gone through the original file in 
which original reference u/s. 10 was disposed of as also the 
present file and after giving my considered thought to the 
matter before me T have come to the following findings : 

6. The facts giving rise to this reference are ibat the Cen- 
tral Government as appropriate Govt, had referred an In- 
dustrial Dispute u/s. 10 of the I.D, Act between the emp'oyers 
In relation lo the Beas Sutlei Link Project end their vorkmtn 
vide its order No. 4/86/70-LRUI dated the 4tb Match, 1971 
in the following terms : 

1. Revision of pay scales of work charged employees. 

2. Regularisalion of the services of work-charged em- 

ployees. 

3. Accident and retrenchment compensation to wrokmcn 

drawing over Rs. 500 per month. 

4. Gratuity Scheme. 

The said reference was disposed of by Shri H. R. Sodhi, In- 
dustrial Tribunal (Chandigarh) vide its award dated the 15th 
May. 1974 which was duly published by the appropriate 
Govt. 

7. The precise question in this reference is as to whether 
the diicctions given by the Industrial Tribunal (Central), 
Chandigarh in the award in reference No. 2-C of 1971 govern 
the case of category of employees discussed in the said award 
only, order the said award in respect of categories of em- 
ployees on the Project wherever either of the principle 
enunicated in the award was lacking. In order to determine 

this point reference would have to be made primarily lo the 
original order of reference u/s 10 of the I.D. Act. I have 
rc-produccd above the said order of reference. From the peru- 
sal of find para of the order of reference dated tho 4th March, 
1971 it would be found that the dispute was ‘between the 
employers in relation to the Bcas Sutlej Link Project and 
their workmen’. Thus from para No. 1 of the reference it is 
clear that the reference was not limited to only a particular 
category of workmen except where it is so specifically men- 
tioned as in item No, 1 and Item No. 2 of the schedule 
attached to the said order of reference. This is further clear 
when we consider the endorsement of the said order of re- 
ference at page 2 thereof. Copy of the said order of reference 
was sent apart from the Chief Engineer, BSI. Project Sunder 
Nu gar to (1) The General Secretary, Beas .Sutlei Link Project, 
Sunder Nagar, (2) The President, Beas Sutlej Link Proiect 
Ekta Union, Sunder Nagar (3) The Beas Sutlej Link Proiect 
Workers Union, Sunder Nagar (4) The BSL Workers’ Union, 
BSL Project, Sunder Nagar. The fact that the copy of order 
of reference was endorsed to these four trade unions goes 
to show that all the workmen which were covered by these 
unions were intended to be covered by the award arising out 
of the award in reference No. 2-C of 1971. It may be men- 


tioned here that item No, 3 and 4 of the schedule to the 
said order of reference arc unqualified so far as the trade 
categories of various workmen was concerned. Item No. 3 
lefers to the ‘accidents and retrenchment compensation to 
workmen di awing over Rs. 500 per monLh and ilem No. 4 
refers to ‘gratuity schemes'. Ihcsc two items aie not in any 
manner qualified to a particular tiade. Of course item No. 1 
and 2 are limited to the revision of pay scales and regularisa- 
tion of services of work-charged employees but here reference 
to particular type of employees without reference to then- 
trade and therefore it would follow that the tele, encc u/s 
10 of the I.D. Act which was registered as rclmence 
No. 2-C/71 covered all trades of workmen employed by 
BSL Project and was not limited to any parncuJai trade only 
and this would imply that ihe award in the said ; defence 
would essentially govern the case ot ail traces and categories 
of employees and would not only be limited to the categories 
which have been specifically discussed in the said award. 
There is nothing in the award which excludes the applicabi- 
lity of the award to the categories of employees which have 
not been specifically discussed in the award and therefore the 
award would essentially cover all categories of employees 
whether discussed or not discussed in the award. The lion- 
discussion of certain specific categories would only go to show 
that they have nothing specific or special in their nature so 
as to call for u special discussion. My attention has been 
drawn to page 24 of the original award and from the perusal 
thereof I find that it is mentioned therein that ‘in such a 
situation, I direct that the anomalies be removed and grades 
of difierent categories revised where necessary bearing in 

mind the following principles " This would show 

rhat there was no reservation regarding the removal of 
anomalies to only particular categories of workmen. In an 
earber part of the same page it is observed that ‘the workmen’ 
on tire other hand struncously urged that for every categorry 
of wrokmen Rs. 20 should be added.’ This itself shows that 
the Tribunal at tho time of making the award was considering 
each and every category of workmen and not only certain 
categories of worokmen'. My attention similar! y has been 
drawn to page 9 and 11 of the award. From the perusal 
thereof also it cannot be said that the rel'eiencc was limited 
to only a particular trade or category of workmen or work 
charged employees. At page 22 of the award also it would be 
found that the contention on behalf of BSL Laramchari 
Sangh was for revision of the entire wage structure irrespec- 
tive of trade or category of workmen. The accumulative effect 
of a reading of the entire is lllat the award is intended to cover 
all categories of workmen whatever be the trade and is not 
limited to certain specific trades discussed in the said award. 

8. The contention of the workmen that the benefit of the 
revised pay scales should be extended only to the 14 specified 
categories is not born cut from the peiusa! of the award or 
evon from the order of refeiencc. The scope of award dated 
15-5-74 has to be worked out in the light of Ihe order of 
reference dated 4th March, 1971 and not on any hypotheti- 
cal basis. It is also urged on behalf of the Management that 
the BSL Transport Workers’ Union, The TTI Workers’ Asso- 
ciation, the BSL Water Transport Woikers’ Union and the 
BSL Heavy Earth Moving Mcchinery Operator Union were not 
party to the original dispute but I do nol think that non- 
impleading of these unions as parties to the original reference 
would exclude the categories of workmen alleged to be trades 
of these unions, ft was always open to these unions together 
come forward and lake part in the proceedings before the 
Industrial Tribunal in the original reference. The more im- 
portant criteria for determining the scone of award is the 
older of reference rather than the fact of these unions being 
or not being parties to the reference. Tn view of my dis- 
cussions above. I hold that the award dated 15th May, 1974 
covers all categories of employees and is not-limited to only 14 
categories whose mention has been specifically made in the 
said award and this reference is answered accordingly. In view 
of the peculiar circumstances of the case the parties arc left 
to bear their own costs. 

Further ordered : 

That requisite number of copies of this awatd may be sent 
to the appropriate Govt, for necessary action at their end.
